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REACTIONARY SYMPTOMS. 


Tue country has for some time indulged in a belief that the policy 
which, for want of a more expressive and comprehensive phrase, 
has been designated the policy of progress was an accomplished 
fact. It is true that a party, less numerically strong than 
influential by its position and its wealth, which gave no overt 
adhesion to that doctrine, has continued to exist as a power in 
the State. But that party has long been considered to be under- 
going a process of transition. First Toryism—a- word which 
nowadays needs interpretation when it is used—was softened 
down into Conservatism, and by another gradation the title 
expanded into Liberal Conservatism. The culminating point of 
this hybrid system was reached when certain noble Lords 
and honourable gentlemen, by a political accident, found 
themselves invested with the responsibilities of office. The 
policy of adaptation to the necessities of the times was 
found to be a sine qué non to the retention of office, and 
Toryism passed into its third phase—that of concession, ac- 
companied by lip-deep denial of recantation. The wily and 
adroit managers of that party which plain men, who judged 
from the letter of the rules of their order, supposed to be simply 
obstructive in their ideas and their action, seized a favourable 
opportunity of bidding for the reputation of being the real friends 
of the people; and it was their object and their task to show 
how much more real sympathy they had with the masses than 
mere cold and oligarchical Whigs; and there were even signs of 
an intention to outbid the inconsequent and ill-organised Radicals. 
Claiming for themselves unity of purpose and true sympathy with 





the popular wants, end a closer and more homogenous organisa- 
tion as a political machine, they announced that they were about 
to do the great work of the nation, in the sense that the nation 
desired it to be done, in contradistinction to the punier efforts, 
if not to the mere talk, which characterised the pronounced 
professors of Liberalism. How this was to be effected, by what 
hocus-pocus, the public waited to see. On the result of two 
attempts on the part of a Conservative Government to work out 
Liberal principles it is superfluous now to dilate. Powerless to 
defy a settled public opinion, their dislike of which in Opposition 
they did not affect to conceal, with the accountability of the 
conduct of affairs resting upon them, they sought by trimming 
and finesse to reconcile the incongruities of their position, But 
the public mind of England never accepts dexterity as a substitute 
for principle; and in the case of a Tory Ministry, half-heartedly 
supported by Tory members of Parliament, the country was 
unable to recognise in the conduct of its affairs that sort of advance 
which is to be found in the progression of a boat when the rowers 
look one way and pull another; and once more the dealing with 
Liberalism was committed to those who were the avowed and open 
professors of that creed. 

It would seem, however, that the Conservative party has caught 
a curious kind of inspiration from its brief tenures of actual rule 
asa patty. There are many indications on their part of a belief 
that they have gained strength in the country. They appear to 
think that the closeness of their organisation has told, in the 
political contest, on the loose order and somewhat undisciplined 
condition of the Liberal ranks. It does not need any very keen 
powers of perception to discover that in the House of Commons 











the Opposition entertains an opinion that it is master of the 
situation ; and this is accompanied by a delusion that they are 
equally potent out of doors. So strong has been the operation 
of this phantasy on the Conservative mind that it has, in the first 
place, given rise to an insolence of tone and demeanour in Par- 
liament, and a reckless throwing off all disguise as to their real 
motives and intentions; and, in the next place, it has evidently 
encouraged or rather misled them into a belief that they have 
only to form and construct a regular plan of operations in order 
to re-establish themselves as the ascendant influence in the country, 
with a capability of carrying out their policy quite commen- 
surate with their wishes and their aspirations. We have already 
pointed out the hardy offensiveness of the line taken by the 
Opposition in dealing with the Reform Bill. True it is that they 
have caught daring from the uncertain sound which the trumpets 
of their adversaries have given out. True it is that the situation 
of that measure suggests a comparison with the condition of 
Jerusalem during its ast siege: for the defenders of the citadel 
are squabbling about the pettiest objects within while the enemy 
is thundering at the gates. It is no more in Conservative taan 
it is in human nature to resist the temptation to take advantage 
of any want of tact and any want of unity which may exist 
amongst adversaries whom, combined, it would be simple fatuity 
to attack. Nevertheless, the mode in which the originators of the 
Reform Bill themselves, and in a still greater degree the manner 
in which numbers of members of Parliament calling them- 
selves Reformers have dealt with that measure, are not suffi 
cient to account for the attitude which gentlemen opposite 
have assumed, The tone of ridicule and insult which has been 
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adopted by the Opposition in the debates on the Reform Bill has 
not been levelled merely at the measure itself. It has taken the 
direction of contemptuous incredulity as to the existence of any 
desire on the part of the public out of doors to see an extension of, 
we will not say political privileges, but—despite the specious 
attempt to limit the exercise of the franchise to a trast—of 
political rights, This fact is assumed with a sarcastic leer a3 the 
basis of all Conservative argument against any attempt at 
amending the representation of the people; on it is founded, as 
we think, an idea which has kindled first into a hope, then into a 
belief, that the moment for political reaction has arrivel. It 
is becoming apparent that the Opposition entertaia a confi- 
dence that a policy of obstruction is no longer dangerous, and 
hat a strong and compact party in the House of Commons 
can dictate to the country, and with impunity grant 
or withhold, as their humour takes them. For purposes and pro- 
jects of reaction the Conservative party has been carefully and 
sedulously reorganised. There is no doubt about it. Not content 
with a reckless assumption of mixed insolence and derision in 
their treatment of those measures which are at least proposed in 
the spirit of appreciation of the advanced intelligence, good sense, 
and good qualities of the great body of the people, they even 
descend to all the petty trickery which the forms of the House o 
Commons enable them to use; and they have gone so far as ts 
give eo striking an illustration of their doctrine of obstruction as to 
resort to physical force in keeping members out of the House at a 
moment when, by means of what is technically termed a “ coun’ 
out,” a serious delay and an inevitable and utterly damaging, i 
not destrnctive, ridicule would have been cast on the Reform 
Bill. This is one among the many smaller signs and por 
tents of an arranged and organised anti-reform conspiracy 
which, the country may be assured, has been planned and plotted 
by that Conservative party which but a little while ago wa: 
truckling to popular feeling by the expression of a sympathy with 
and the assertion of an aptitude for ministering to, the real wants 
and aspirations of the people, of which they claimed, if not exactly 
the monopoly, at least a better understanding and a more sincere 
appreciation, than the cold and unsusceptible followers of Lord 
John Russell or the wild and untutored, however well-meaning, 
disciples of Mr. Bright. 

A still more remarkable token of the new organisation of the 
body of polit cians, which now must be designated as the Ob- 
structive party, is the course which they have taken on the eub 
ject of the bill for the abolition of church rates. Until now 
this measure was opposed with half-hearted activity, but this 
Session a strong efiort has been made to damage the bill in its 
different stages through the House of Commons, and the cul- 
minating point of opposition was reached on the third readiag. 
On that occasion Mr. Whiteside, after an elaborate cramming 
by outeide statisticians, was put forward to tear at the measure in 
his most approved fashion, and the whole strength of the Con- 
eervative party was adroitly and assiduously brought up for the 
division, so that the third reading was carried by so narrow and, 
indeed, so nominal a majority as to justify the Upper House in 
refusing its assent to the bill. From the loud, prolonged, scarcely 
decent yell of triumph with which the result was received 
was to be gathered the feeling which now animites that 


party. To perceptive lookers-on there was something maniacal 
in that vocal outburst. One could not but remember how 
often of late years that party has been uwfllicted with 


judicial blindness to the sigas of the times, and how often 
they have exhibited that premonitory madness which is said to 
precede destruction. Be sure that once again they have mistaken 
the temper of the times, and are bent on damming up the current 
of progress until, in some fated hour, it breaks down the barriers 
which interrupt ite flow, and overwhelms them in its impetuous 
and angry flood. If in another year there should be popular 
demonstrations, and even popular violence, it will not be forgotten 
that it was to the course which it is apparent that the Conserva- 
tive party, as a party, is about to adopt that such a change in the 
national feeling will be owing; and if there is any tact, or 
judgment, or prescience left in their leaders, they will at once see 
the prudence of inducing their followers to let well alone. 





ANNECY, SAVOY. 
THs city, which the French papers declare to have lately signified 
ite willing annexation to France, is situated at the extremity ofa 
plain on the shores of the beautiful lake of the same name. Its 
situation is picturesque, with a wild mountain background, and there 
is evidence of great antiquity in many of its public buildings. Few 
Continental towns present a more striking appearance, especially on 
market days, the deep shade of the covered arcades which line the 
eager oroughfares contrasting with the channels 2f bright water 
y which the lake discharges itself through the town into the valley 
beyond, Asa military position it is less remarkable than Chambery, 
but in ancient associations and manufacturing importance it is the 
first city of Savoy. It is mentioned in history as early as the twelfth 
century, avd inthe year 1412, having been destroyed by fire, was 
restored by Amadeus VIII., who established the flax-spinning works 
for which Annecy has always been celebrated. There is also much 
activity in the business of linen, bleaching, and the printing of 
cottons, which received great support and encouragement from 
Napoleon I. On the River Fier, which flows through the plain, are 
large oil and r mills, and, besides other proofs of industrial pros- 
perity, a fine vein of coal is worked at Entreverne. In these respects 
Annecy must not fall under the general denomination of those 
“ barren slopes” which France, under the pressure of hor ‘‘geogra- 
jhical necessities,” is appropriating to herself by the annexation of 
‘avoy. In the historical associations of the place may be mentioned 
that it is the resting-place of the remains of the celebrated St. 
Francis de Sales, Bishop of Geneva ; and that Rousseau, escaping from 
Geneva, here wrote nr aes of his ‘‘ Confessions.” On the 
north side of the lake stands the Chateau de Menthon, the reputed 
virthplace of St. Bernard, the Apostle of the Alps.

FPOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 

The Moniteur prints the debate in the Corps Legislatif on the new 
commercial treaty which took place last Saturday, and was continued 
this week. The old familiar arguments for protection were brought 
forward by several deputies, and cleverly replied to by M. Chevalier 
in a@ speech which disposed of all objections with sound argument, 
facta, and The project of law concerning the tariff for wools, 
cottons, and raw materials was adopted by the Legislative Body on 
Wednesday by 249 against 4 votes, 

One more of M. de Thouvenel’s notes on the Savoy question, 
addressed on the 7th of April to the Federal Government of 
Switzerland, appeared in Wednesday's Moniteur (of which it occupies 
four columns and a half), repeating that France accepts the Article 
92 of the final act of Vienna, and contesting the Swiss arzumont that 
the mere fact of the cession of the lake districts to France upsets it. 
The Moniteur of Thursday morning published another note of M. 
Thouvenel, dated April 16, proving that the annexation of the 
neutralised districts of Savoy to France will not change the situation 
of Switzerland. 

Monday's Moniteur gives the following as the final result of 
the voting in Savoy:—Inscribed on the lists, 135,449; voted, 
130,829; for annexation, 130,533; against, 235; cancelled, 71; 
abstained from voting, 4610. Two medals to commemorate the 
annexation of Savoy and Nice to France are to be struck at the 
Mint in Paris. Each will have on one side the Emperor’s likeness, 
and on the other the number of votes obtained and the data of 
voting. 

Two military expeditions are to set out ~ the one from Algeria and 
tho other from Senegal—to proceed to Timbuctoo, where they are to 
upite. A large sum has been placed to the credit of the Minister of 
War to defray the expenses of these expeditions. ‘The second expe- 
dition will set out from the French establishment in Senegal. 


SPAIN. 

A general amnesty has been proclaimed in Spain, and Count de 
Montemolin and his brother, by taking an oath of fidelity to the 
Queen, resume their rank as Princes of the blood Royal at the Court, 
hey will take their departure from Spain. 

The Cortes have been convoked for the 25th inst. 

The final treaty of peace between Spain and Morocco was signed 
yesterday week, as the Madrid (razette officially announces. It is 
said that the Emperor of Morocco will pay within the present year 
the stipulated indemnity for the expenses of the war, in order that 
he may speedily recover possession of Tetuan. A considerable part 
of the Spanieh army has already ieft Africa. 

A shock of earthquake was felt on the 26th ult. at Albacete, in 
Valencia, which lasted three seconds. The Madrid journals say that 
it was violent, and accompanied by a subterranean noise, but that it 


did no injury. 
SWITZERLAND. 

The Bund contains a statement to the effect that a proposal had 
been made by France to Switzerland for the latter Power to relinquish 
her rights in reference to the neutralised districts of Savoy in con- 
sideration of an indemnity of 50,000,000 francs. 

The game journal also states that the Federal Council has recsived 
no official notification of the assembling of a Conference at Paris 
after the ratification of the t:eaty of Turin by the Sardinian 
Parliament. 

2000 men of the Federal troops occupying Geneva will be dis- 
banded on the 10th of May next, but will be replaced immediately. +, 

The Federal Council has resolved on the instructions referring w 
the Conference to be sent to M. Kern. 


ITALY. 
UPPER AND CENTRAL ITALY. 

King Victor Emmanuel continues his triumphal progress through 
his new dominions, receiving everywhere au enthusiastic welcome. 
On Wednesday afternoon he arrived at Bologna. Tho civil and 
military authorities went to meet his Majesty. ‘The King was 
received by the clergy at the cathedral, where an immense crowd 
was assembled. The “Te Deum” was celebrated. The illumina- 
tions were general. 

The assembling of the Chambers at Turin is to bo adjourned until 
after the f4te in commemoration of the establishment of the Consti- 
tution. The treaty cf the 24th of March will be discussed after the 
boundaries of the States have been regulated with France. 


THE PAPAL STATES, 

Letters from Rome to the 24th ult. state that the Bishops of the 
Romagna had received a prohibition against taking any = in the 
reception of King Victor Emmanuel. The prohibition, if such were 
indeed given, does not seem to have been much regarded. 

The correspondent of the Journal de Débats whose expulsion 
from Rome had been commanded by his Holiness, has obtained a 
dolay of twenty days. 

It is asserted that the French Ministor has pronounced sentence 
of disciplinary punishment against two officers who were dressed 
in private clothes during the popular movement of March 19. 

Prine Chigi, Colonel of the Papal Guard, has tendered his resigna- 
tion in order to take service as a simple gunner. 

General Lamoricieréwas to return to Rome on Wednesday. 


THE INSURRECTION IN SICILY, 

Nothing definite can be gathered of the state of affairs in Sicily 
from the broken and contradictory accounts received. All that can 
be done is to take in their order the telegraphic despatches, which, 
it will be seen, give but casual and uncertain glimpses of tho insur- 
rectionary movement. A portion of the following appeared in our 
town edition last week. 

According to a telegram from Naples (vii Genoa), April 24, the 
Royal troops attacked the insurgents intrenched in the town of 
Carini on the 18th inst. The fighting was most desperate, and con- 
tinued during the 19th, 20th, and 21st. Reinforcements having then 
reached the Royal troops, they compelled the insurgents to retire to 
Parsenico, leaving 250 killed behind them. The Royal troops had 
300 killed, The number of wounded on both sides was considerable. 
The town of Carini, after having been pillaged, was set on fire. 
Several persons have been shot at Palermo. 

Another despatch from Naples, dated April 26, says :—The 
insurgent bands are being pursued continually, and are retiring before 
the Royal forces, They intrenched themselves in a small town 
of Carlini, which was surrounded by the Royal troops, by whom they 
have been a eo destroyed. The remnants have made their 
submission. Throughout Sicily, and in the kingdom of Naples, tha 
most perfect order and tranquillity prevail. 

The Government at Turin has received the following despatch, 
dated Roads of Palermo, Wednesday evening, April 25:— Ths 
insurrection at Palermo has been suppressed. The state of seige is 
pene | maintained, and great numbers of Royal troops are 
quartered in the city. Messinais tranquil. The armed bands in the 
interior of the island are insignificant, and appear to be dispersed 
in all directions. The coasts are watched. Great agitation prevails 
throughout the island, including the province of Trapani. It is 
only in the province of Marsala that the Royal authority has not 
been re-established. 

The latest despatches are as follows :— 

Genoa, May 1.—Advices have been received from Naples to the 
28th ult., which state that the Hlettrico had arrived at Naples from 
Palermo, bringing families of the military. The insurgents were 
meditating an attempt on Palermo. A column which left Messina on 
the 20th of April was engaged in serious combats with the insurgents 
on the 21st and 22nd at Galati, which town was <lestroyed. The 
Royal troops fell back upon Messina, Another column under the 
command of General Letizia, had left Palermo in o:der to subdue 
Trapani. It was supported by two frigates. 

Marseilles, April 30. — Letters from Naples to the 28th inst. 
confirm the statement that Carini had been taken by assault after 
three days’ fighting. The town had suffered greatly. The Govern- 
ment states that only a few hundred insurgents remain to be pursued. 
Letters affirm, however, that the supplies of provisions to the towas 
had been often intercepted. The recent struggles had caused great 
excitement. The details are stil] eontradictory.

that perfect tranquillity, but general discouragement, prevailed. The 
number of persons who had been arrested was considerable. The 
citadel and prisons were crowded to excess. The transportation of 
a number of individuals was spoken of. Contradictory ramours were 
in circulation. It was said that a Neapolitan General had been 
captured by the i ents—that the seat of Government was about 
to te transferred to Messina—that the disembarkation of several 
insurgents had‘restored courage to others—and that the garrison of 
Palermo, although numbering nearly 20,000 men, apparently feared 
to proceed into the interior.

Garibaldi, accompanied by 200 followers, sailed in a steamer from 
Genoa, a few days ago, for the purpose of effecting a landing in Sicily, 
or on the mainland of Naples,

PRUSSIA. 


The Military Commission of the Chamber of Deputies resolved, in 
its last sitting, to propose the granting of a credit of 54 millions of 
thalers for one year, to be applied to army reforms, 


AUSTRIA. 

The Mainzer Journal announces that the chief command of all 
Austrian corps d’armée in Italy has been entrusted to Prince 
Alexander of Hesse. 

The Emperor of Austria has commenced the Constitution of the 
Council of the Empire by the appointment of nine permanent and 
thirty-eight temporary councillors, among whom are several Hunga- 
rian, Bohemian, and Venetian noblemen. He has likewise com« 
pleted his measures relating to the organisation of the Hungarian 
Protestant Church by forming a special department of the Ministry 
of Public Worship for the transaction of Protestant business, 

The Wiener Zeitung of Wednesday contains an autograph letter of 
the Emperor, dated the 26th ult., decreeing that the ecclesiastical 
affairs of the evangelical portion of the army shall be under the 
management of military chaplains of both the Augsburg and Hel- 
vetic confessions. In each of the military stations of Vienna, 
Verona, Ofen, Lemberg, Prague, and Hermannstadt, two military 
Chaplains, one of the Augsburg and one of the Helvetic confession, 
are to be appointed, who will occasionally inspect the surrounding 
districts. In time of war two evangelical military Chaplains are to 
be added to the clerical establishment in the hospitals of the operating 
armies, 

General Benedek had an audience of the Emperor Francis Joseph 
on the 22nd ult. preparatory to leaving for his new post of Governor 
of Hungary. He has, it is said, applied for the most precise instruc- 
tions, in order that nothing may be left to chance in the mission with 
which he has been charged. The General has issued a proclamation, 
which in substance is as follows :—As a faithful veteran, and as a 
native of rey I will conscientiously carry out the benevolent 
intentions of the Emperor. Confidence is necessary to the successful 
development of the organisation of Hungary, and I will, therefore, 
in the interest of the country, oppose with firmness and decisionjany 
attempt to disturb the minds of the people by means of demonstra- 
tions. I count on the co-operation of every man of honour in my 
oo to serve and benefit my dear native country and the empire 
at large. 

The requiem of the late Count Stephen Szedenyi, at Pesth, on the 
30:h of April, was concluded without any disturbances having taken 
place. Great numbers of the inhabitants were present at the cere- 
mony. The vault has been closed. Mourning flags have been ex- 
hibited in the Waiznegrasse. Ten thousand persons were assembled 
on the occasion in the principal square of the town. 


THE UNITED STATES, 

A resolution had been pone in tho Senate}for inquiry into the 
expediency of raising the Sardinian mission to one of the first class, 

In the Senate Mr, Wilson had introduced his bill for the more 
effectual suppression of the slave trade. It provides for the construc« 
tion of five steam screw-sloops of war adapted to the African coast ; 
increases the bounty from 25 dollars to 100 dollars; offers a reward 
of 100 dollars for delivery to the United States’ Marshal of any slave 
landed in the country ; makes the fitting out or ownership of vessels 
engaged in the slave trade piracy, and punishes with imprisonment 
for life instead of death ; makes it criminal for a ship not registered 
to oy ry A the American flag as a badge of nationality ; makes it the 
duty of the officers of a ship b@fore going to the African coast to 
report to the United States’ Attorney for examination ; and provides 
that American vessels sold abroad shall return to the United States 
for a new register before going to the coast of Africa. 

In the House of Representatives, the Committee having under 
consideration the expediency of prohibiting by law all American 
vessels from engaging in the coolie trade, had presented an interest- 
ing report on the subject. The report concludes by saying that the 
Committee believe it to be within the power of Congress so to 
legislate, and that the time has fully arrived when such legislation 
is demanded ; they therefore recommend the passage of a bill in 
accordance with these views. A bill on the subject was forthwith 
introduced by Mr. Eliot, of Massachusetts. 

The Charleston democratic convention for the nomination of a 
candidate for the Presidency was the topic which absorbed public 
attention. The delegates to the convention were on the move 
towards Charlestown. Large numbers were at Washington en route. 

The Attorney-General, Mr. Black, had received and declined a 
challenge from ex-Governor Walker. 

The treaty which had been concluded with Spain provides for the 
ascertainment and settlement of all pending claims, 

The town of Sorisburg had been entirely destroyed by fire. The 
Bank of Tennessee had suspended payment. Tornados in the 
West had done much damage to property. Several persons wera 
also injured, 

The United States eteamer Powhattan arrived at San Francisco on 
the 27th of March from Japan vid Honolulu. She had on board the 
Japanese embassy, consisting of two principal Ambassadors, Princes 
of the highest rank amon g the nobility of the empire, and two asso- 
ciates, who are nobles of nearly equal rank. Congress had appro< 
— 50,000 dollars to meet the expenses of the embassy at 

Vashington. It is stated that Lord Lyons, under instructions from 
the British Government, will extent to the ambassadors a cordial 
jnvitation to visit Great Britain, 


CANADA, 

The Quebec correspondent of the Morning Post writes, on the 
12th of April, as follows :— 

** The Provincial Parliament resumed its sittings, after the short 
Easter recess, on the 10th inst., but nothing of particular interest 
has since then occurred in either branch of the Legislature. The 
Government measure respecting the sale and management of the 
public lands has, however, passed its third reading in the House of 
Assembly, and may now be considered law. 

‘*The whole country is now on the alert, and everywhere prepara- 
tions are being made to give his Royal Hghness the Prince of Wales 
a reception which shall live in his memory for many a long year. 
Meetings are being held in town and country, and the utmost loyal 
enthusiasm prevails. In the House of Assembly last evening the 
Hon. Mr. J. 8. Macdo nald moved a resolution for the appointment 
of a committee in reference to the reception of the Prince of Wales. 
Quebec the ancient is stirring. The Montreal poople are busily 
arranging for an exhibition of the industrial and agricultural pro- 
ducts of the poe, and it is thought the Government will extend 
pecuniary aid to the Board of Arts of ower Canada, in whose hands 
the whole arrangement of the matter has been left.

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LATEST NEWSFROM ABROAD, 

The following telegrams were received through Mr. Reuter's office 
yesterday (Friday) morning :— 

ScHLESWK-HOLSTEIN.—Berlin, May 3.—In to-day's sitting of the 
Chamber of Deputies a debate took place in reference to the 
Schleswig-Holstein question. The Minister for Foreiga Affairs, 
Baron von Schleinitz, in his speech on the subject, said :—‘‘ Having 
in view the present state of things in Schleswig, the Federal Diet 
could hardly neglect any further its duty of examining what Germany 
is entitled to demand in consequence of the conventions concluded 
in 1851 and 1852. We cannot accept the acts of Denmark as a fulfil- 
ment of the obligations she had undertaken. Prussia takes the 
interests of the German Duchies to heart, and, both as a Federal and 
an European Power, will do for them all that lies in her power.” 


AUSTRALIA, Melbourne, March 17.—The state of trade is very 
unsatisfactory. Several failures have taken place. 148,000 ounces 
of gold have been shipped during the month. 

Sydney, March 17.—The new go!d-fields are very productive, and 
—: diggers from Victoria, Tradeis brisk. The supply of wool 
plentiful. 

Adelaide, March 18.—Parliament has been dissolved. The elections 
of new members are proceeding. Seasonable rains have fallen lately.

TRIESTE, May 3.—Advices rec3ived from Constantinople to the 
28th ult. report that Belgium had offered the Porte 40,090,000 francs 
for the island of Cyprus. 

CENTRAL ITaLy.—Bologna, May 3.—A splendid ball was given at 
the theatre yesterday evening in honour of the King, who was most 
enthusiastically received. A hymn was sung by 100 of the pr‘ncipal 
lady inhabitants. The hall was crowded. The number of persons 
present was about 4500. 

INDIA AND CHINA.—Marseilles, May 3.—It is reported here on 
the authority of letters received from Bombay to the llth ulimo 
that orders had been given in Bombay and Madras to suspend the 
dispatch of troops to China, hopes being entertained of an amicable 
arrangement of the pending difficulties, Khan Bahadoor had beon 
hanged. The disturbances among the indigo planters appeared to 
be subsiding. 








WILLS AND BEQUESTS, 


Jady Dover : The will of the’ late Right Hon. Georgiana, Baroness Dover, 
‘was administered to in the principal registry, on the 30th of April, by the 
Right Hon. Henry Agar Ellis, Viscount Clifden, Baron Mendipand Dover, her 
eldest eon. The personalty was sworn under £25,000. The Duke of Suther- 
land and the Earl of Carlisle, her brother, who are the surviving executors 
nominated in her Ladysbip’s will, having first renounced the grant of 
probate. Her Ladyship has left all the correspondence, journals, and 
manurcripts «f her late husband—the Right Hon. George James Welb»re 
Agar Ellis, first Lord Dover, who died in July, 1833—together with all the 
plate, pictures, books, furniture and other effects to her son, Viscount 
Clifden, to whom she has also bequeathed a portion of her diamonds and 
jewels ; the rest of her diamonds and jewelry ehe directs to be divided 
amongst her daughters, and has tequeathed the residue of her property 
amongst her younger children, the Hon. Leopold George Frederick Agar 
Ellis, the Hon. George Victor Agar Ellis, Lady Bagot, and the Hon. Mrs. 
Coke. The will bears date the 23rd of May, 1837, being four years after the 
death of the late Lord Dover, and her Ladyship has made no alteration, nor 
added any codicil thereto. She had attained her fifty-sixth year. Her 
Ladyship was of distinguished rank ; was the daughter of George, sixth Earl 
of Carlisle, and allied to some of the first families in the kingdom. 

Lieut. -Colonel Harris, K.H.: The will of Sir Thomas Noel Harris, Lieut.- 
Colonel in her Majesty's Army, Kaight Commander of the Hanoverian 
Guelphic Order, who died at his residence, Updown House, near Eastry, 
Kent, on the 23rd of March, 1860, at the age of seventy-five, was proved in 
the principal registry, on the 25th of April, by Lady Harris, his relict, the 
sole executrix, to whom he has left the whole of his property, real and 

recnal, It was attested by John Soden, surgeon, Bath, and William Ford, 

utier to Sir Thomas. There is one very remarkable circumstance con- 
nected with his brilliant career which will descend as an heir-loom in the 
family : he was the officer intrusted with the important news to this country 
of hostilities having ceased between France and England in the great 
Continental war of 1814. 

Joreph Miller, C E.: The will of Joseph Miller, Esq., late of Alpha-road, 
Regent's Park, but who died at Charlestown, South Carolina, on the 23rd 
of February, 1860, in his sixty-third year, was proved in London on the 
1Hh of April by Thomas Lloyd, Esq., Chief Engineer to the Board of 
Admiralty, the surviving executor. The personalty in this country was 
estimated for probate duty at £50,000. He has bequeathed all his papers 
and drawings of a scientific description to the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, Great George-street, Westminster: and also an immediate 
legacy of £3000, and a further sum of £2000 on the death of a Mr. 
Jchn Miller, of Hope Bay, in the Island of Jamaica, the interest 
to be applied in premiums and prizes to the students of the insti- 
tution, to be called *‘ The Miller Gift.” He leaves to his sister, Mrs. Mary 
Ann Harper, formerly of Virginia, in the United States, but lately residing 
with him in London, a legacy of £20,000, and all his furniture, plate, linen, 
carriage, &c., and has appointed her residuary legatee. There are many 
liberal legecies to his relatives and friends. To his executor he has left a 
legacy of £2000, and bas bequeathed to each of his servants £100, and to the 
Cumberland Infirmary £1000, The will is dated August 20, 1856.

Roya MeprcaL BenEVOLENT CoLteceE.—On Thursday se’nnight 
the eighth anniversary festival of this charity was celebrated at the Free- 
masons’ Tavern—Lord Leigh in the chair. There was a very large company 
assembled on the occasion, and amongst them were Feroz? Shah and the 
Prince Gholab Moharomed. The chairman, in proposing the health of the 
President of the College and Success to the Institution,” remarked that 
no class of persons devoted so much of their time to the relief of human 
suffering—and very often at the rk of their own lives—as the members of 
the medical profession.

PRESERVATION OF Lire FROM SHipwreck.—A meeting of the 
Royal National Life-boat Institution was held on Thursday at its house, 
John-street, AdelJphi—Thomas Chapman, Esq , F.R.S., in the chair. Mr. 
Lewis, the secretary, having read the minutes of the previous meoting, 
rewards amounting to £22 were voted to the crews of the institutions’ life- 
boats stationed at Teignmouth (Devon), and Lytham (Lancashire), for 
putting off and saving from an inevitable death nine pecsons from the 
brigantine Nancy, of Teignmouth, wrecked on the Horse Bank, near Liver- 
pool, and two men from the smack Wonder, of Teignmouth. £9 103. was 
also voted to the crews of life-boats at Lossiemouth (E'gin), and Kessingland 
(Suffolk), for laudable services in saving life. Various other rewards were 
aleo voted for gallant exertions in saving life from different wrecks on the 
ccast. During the past month the institution has forwarded new 1 fe-boats 
and transporting-carriages to Penzance, and Porthcawl, and another was 
about to be rent to Silloth, on the Cumberland coast. The cost of the two 
last named boats had been presented to the institution by Miss Burdett 
Coutts end another benevolent lady. The Charter of lncorporation granted 
by the Crown to the National Life-boat Institution was produced at the 
mectting. The society having thus become one of the established important 
inetituticns of the country it is hoped that it will be enabled, by the per- 
manent evpport of the public, to pursue succersfully its efforts in the cause 
of humanity. Payments amounting to £590 having been made on various 
life-Lcat eetablishmente, the proceedings closed. 


Femare Scnoor or Art anp Drstcn.—Last week the works 
of the students of the Female School of Art and Design, 87, Gower-street, 
were exhibited tothe public. We attended, amongst many others, and 
were highly gratified at the evidences of superior culture displayed in the 
various exhibitors in almost every branch of practice—drawings from life, 
flower drawing, pattern drawing, geometry, perspective, modeling, &c. ; 
in all of which were works of great excellence, many of them of a character 
adapted to immediate adoption for manufacturing purposes. The occasion 
of this public demonstration was somewhat interesting — this little 
academy, afer a useful carcer of seventeen years’ duration, being ia danger 
of being clored through the withdrawal of the accustomed Government 
allowance of £500 per annum. Under these circumstances the conductor 
of the schools put forward an appeal to the public, from which we willingly 
quote the following facts :—‘' Since 1852, 690 students have entered themselves 
at the schoo], and the number at present is 118, of whom 77 are studying with 
the view of ultimately maintaining themselves. Some of them, p tem Ne an 
of clergymen and medical men, unexpectedly compelled, by a variety of 
causes, togain their own livelihood, and even to support others besides them- 
selves, have, through the instruction and assistance received here, obtained 
good appointments in schools, or are enabled to live independently by 
means of private teaching. In the last three years the students have taken 
an annual average of twenty local and three national medals, and, at the 
last annual examination, six of them obtained free studentships. Six of 
them, moreover, gained their living for several years by designing and 
painting japanned articles, in Wolverhampton ; one was for several years a 
designer in a damask manufactory in Scotland; another supports herself 
by lithography ; and three are employed in a glass manufactory, where they 
draw and paint figures and ornamental subjects for glass windows. Beside 
these, there are many of the former students, who are now engaged in 
various schools belonging to the science and art department.” In conclu- 
sion we are glad to hear that the patrons of the school, and many friends of 
intellectual culture amongs the ‘public, have come forward to raise a sub- 
scription to re-establish the school upon an independent footing on premises 
of its own, and we heartily wish success to them in this very laudable 
object, 

THE MAY MEETINGS, 

Several important institutions of a religious or benevolent character have 
held their meetings this week. Among them are the following :— 

The annual general mecting of the members and friends of the Society 
rOR THE PRoracatTion or THE Gosret ty Forrien Parts was held on 
Monday in St. James’s Hall, the Archbishop of Canterbury in the chair. 
His-Grace was supported by a large number of members of the Episcopal 
Bench ard a considerable number of clergy and laity. In introducing 
the proceedings the Archbishop spoke briefly of the work which the 
society had accomplished during the last hundred and fifty years, and of 
the great success which had attended the exertions of the missionaries 
wherever they had been enabled to proclaim the Gospel. The Rev. 
Ernest Hawkins, B.D. read a report of the society's operations. It 
referred to India, British North America, China, and the other colonies 
and dependencies where its missionaries were engaged. These mis- 
sionaries were uvwards of three hundred in number, and in all cases 
they were assisted in their labours by schoolmasters, catechists, and 
approved scripture readers. The Bishop of London, the Bishop of Oxford, 
the Bishop otf Labuan, Lord Robert Montagu, M.P.; Lord Robert Cecil, 
M.P.; and Dr Phillimore, Q.C., addressed the mecting in support of the 
following resolution, which was unanimously adopted :—‘‘ That the con- 
tinued enlargement of the society's missionary operations, both in the 
British colonies and heathen countries, constitutes aclaim on our continued 
rupport; that the principle on which the society has long acted, of making 
grants in aid of local contributions"and encouraging local endowments, is 
well calculated to promote the best interests of the colonial Church by pro 
viding for its ultimate independence; that the efforts of the society to 
ebtain en additional body of able and well-qualified missionaries for India, 
and the plan for the foundation of scholarships at the universitics for the 
maintenance of missionary students, deserves our hearty co-operation.” 

The annual examination of the pupils of the model schools in connectic 
with the Howe axp Cotoniat Scroot Socrery took place on Monday at t 
institution, Gray’s-inn-rcead. After the examination the annual mecetir 
was held, the Earl of Chichester presiding. The reportstated that the com 
mittce regretted that the promising state of things mentioned in their 
report bad received a check, in consequence of the minutes recently pub 
lished by the Committee of Council on Education, which provided that a great 
recvction should be made in the Government grants. The plan of education 
acopted had been very sucecssfu), and the committee deprecated any funds 
mental change inthe rystem. The institution afforded accommodation foi 
140 Government sindents. The practising-schools had been well carried 
on. In the training department the success of the studente was very grati 
fying. The society had trained 158 teachers during the year, and were now 
training under the Government mim ); and the total now in training 
cr at schcol was 215. The report havi adopted, a resolution, moved 
y Mr. Colquhoun, and seconded by Sir Brook Bridges, MP., depre- 
cating any reduction in the prerent cducational grant, was carried una 
Limdusly, and addresses were given by several gentlemen.

Agnew, Bart., M P., in the chair. The report gave a detatled account of the 
scciety’s uperations im India, dwelling particularly on the mission to the 
Indian army. In the Albany and Kaffraria districts of 8 mth Africa the 
mission had been successful ; but to the Sierra Le me district the pist year 
had been one of severe suffering, and at the Gambia, too, it had also proved 
one of great sickness and almost unprecedented mortalicy. D “rf the 
rainy season many suffered severe privations, owing to the scarcity of pro- 
visi ns, #0 that both the society and schools had sustained a loss. The 
report was adopted, and several Interesting speeches were delivered 

The annual meeting of the Protestant Reformation Society (presided 
over by Admiral Harcourt), and that of the Turkish Missions Aid Society 
(the Earl of Shaftesbury in the chair) were also held on Monday last. 

On Tuesday morning the annual general meeting of the Cuurcn 
Missionary Sociery was held in Exeter Hall. The Earl of Chichester, the 
president of the society, took the chair. The report gave an abstract of 
the financial condition of the society, from which it appeared that the year’s 
income from all sources formed a grand total of £163,629 1s. 4d. The 
society has at present 142 missionary stations with 236 clergymen, with 
86 European laymen, schoolmasters, lay agents, and printers ; 11 E iropean 
female teachers (exclusive of missionaries’ wives); 2007 native and country- 
born catechiste and teachers of all classes not sent from home, and 19,430 
communicants. At Sierra Leone the year had been one of deep affliction. 
The mission bad lost the able and devoted Bishop Bowen, the principal of 
the Grammar School, and the secre of the mission, all of whom had 
been removed by death, Here, too, the society had had to deplore the 
revival of the slave trade in all its horrors and brutality. In New Zealand 
the success of the society had been great, and there were now in that colony 
five bishops of the Church of England, and upwards of sixty clergymen. 
The report gave a detailed account of the operations of the society in India, 
Ceylon, the Mauritius, and also directed attention to the Niger expedition, 
and the Turkish mission in the Mediterranean. Immediately after the 
reading of the report a cheque was banded in for £1000, the donor, who 
desired that his name might not be mentioned, wishing that it might, if 
possible, be applied to the propagation of the Gospel inJapan. The speakers 
were the Bishop of Winchester, the Earl of Chichester, Mr. Abel Smith, 
M.P., Lieutenant-Colonel Herbert Edwardes, the Bishop of Sierra Leone, 
the Rev. Emilius Bayley, Rector of Bloomsbury ; the Dean of Carlisle, ani 
the Rev. Canon Miller, of Birmingham, 

The annual meeting of the governors of the Ornruan Workinc Scuoor, 
HAVERSTOCK-HILL, took place at the London Tavern yesterday week—J. 
Remington Mills, Esq , the president, in the chair. Twenty-five children 
were elected to be received into the school. The number of children at 
present in the school, including the 25 elected at this meeting, is 188 boys 
and 86 girls. For the enlargement of the school building contracts were 
entered into, and the works commenced in February. They are bein 
carried out in a satisfactory manner, and are to be completed on the 31st o! 
Octcber next. The ordinary income of the institution for the “ year had 
amounted to £5767, and the ordinary expenditure to £5536. The report and 
accounts were duly approved and adopted by the mecting. 

The twenty-third anniversary dinner in aid of the Correr axp Eatina 
Hovse Keerrrs’ BENevoLent Association (established in 1837) for granting 
annuities to decayed members, their widows, and orphans, was held on 
Monday night at the Freemasons’ Tavern, Great Quoen-street. Toe Right 
Hon. Lord Viecount Raynham, M.P., occupied the chair, and was supported 
by various influential friends and patrons. Since the time the society was 
established there has been paid to pensioners upwards of £1400, and £3677 
has been deposited in the funds. 

The anniversary meeting of the CotontaL Cuurca ann Scnoo. Sociery 
was held on Wednesday evening at Exeter Hall, and was presided over by 
the Marquis of Cholmondeley. After giving an interesting detail of the 
operations of the socicty in all parts of the world where its agencies were 
establisbed, the committee reported that the income of the society for the 
year ending the 8lst of March last had been—for the Home Fund, general 
and special, £17,826 48, 2d.; the Fugitive Slave Mission, £847 4s. 2d. ; the 
Colonial General Fund, £8747 9s.

8d.; making a tctal of £27,085 5s 8d.; which exceeled 
the income of last year by £3901 5s., and which was exclusive of the sum of

highest order. As a metrical workman Mr. 
Meredith excels. The skill with which he 
manipulates the lines of his poem is very 
great, and if here and there we detect a 
ppling with the despotism of rhyme it 
F etckly followed by admiration of the adroit 
ness with which the difficulty is met. There is 
art, too, in the building up of the interest of 
the story, slight as is, at least so far as action 
is concerned : for, dealing even to the last 
with scenes and subjects that are too near to 
the hour not to be prosaic in their nature, and 
with ideas and sentiments and heart struggles 
which in their inception are not new, the tone 
and phrase of the poem rise at last to a fitness 
with that which is sought to be conveyed, and 
is untinged with the vein of almost boyish 
banter which characterises even the more 
serious portions of the earlier cantos. Alto- 
gether, the notion to which this poem seems to 
ve rise is, that it is the work of a man who 
is a poet in the most abstract sense, but who, 
doubting the impressionableness of his age 
in regard to poetry, thinks it necessary to 
mingle some of the earthiness of the times 
with his purer aspirations, in the hope that it 
will gain that without which even poets peak and 
pine—namely, readers. We believe this to bea 
mistake, tf there are still poets amongst us, 
it may well be predicated that the race of 
kindred and appreciative spirits cannot have 
wholly perished ; and it is to them that the true 
lover of his art should address himself, and not 
seek by snatches of eccentricity to catch the 
suffrages of the mere multitude, that reads as 
itruns. Perhaps no better idea of the pecu- 
liarity of the poem could be given than the 
following extracts, taken at random, for the

We have indicated in our notice of Mr. Meredith's poem an idea 
that he has endeavoured to contend, not wholly unsuccessfully, with 
the task of reconciling the incongruity of the age with the 
essential spirit of poetry. No writer has more completely overcome 
that difficulty than Charles Mackay. He has spoken to the hearts, 
and the senses, and the sympathies of ay oe of his countrymen, 
while he has never sacrificed the dignity of his art, nor descended from 
that region apart in which the poet-mind moves, breathes, and has 
its bei Few have gone nearer than he to solve the problem in- 
volved in the phrase “ difficile est proprié communa dicere.” But 
all this has been said before, and better said, and therefore we will 
at once proceed to speak our welcome to a m of more pretension, 
so far as length and continuity is concerned, than Dr. Mackay has of 
late offered to the ready notice of the public. Here, again, the story 
is of our day; and the theme the old, but still ever-new, realisation 
of the adage that the course of true love never did run smooth. It 
is a tale of love and sorrow, ‘‘the twain that shall be parted never- 
more,” and the inspiration has sprung from a picture of a lady,

Recurring, however, to that love- 
song which is called ‘‘ Geraldine,” we wish to say that but for its 
exceeding any reasonable limits for such a purpose, it is the portion 
of the poem that we should especially desire to quote. We should 
not, however, be satisfied unless we give tastes of the different 
qualities of the work. Here is a skilful treatment of the things of 
our existing workaday time. The hero, an art-dreamer, being urged 
to action, and having it pressed on him that ‘those who have gifts 
owe something to the State,” replies— 

Ay, ay ! yet cannot all men serve the State

ANECDOTE BiocraPuy. William Pitt Earl of Chatham Edm 

Barke. By Jon Tiss, F.8.A. — — 
If we have understood right Mr. Timbs’s object in his in- 
teresting publications, it fo to bring before the reader ina manher the 
most prominent, most accessible, and the most calculated to catch 
the eyes, the most interesting points in the various subjects on which 
he has dwelt. His books may be characterised a sort of reading 
made easy, although the term is by no means used in a depreciatory 
sense. In his present venture he seems to avow that principle when 
he says that “‘ to keep pace with the existing rapid increase of books 
and readers, selection and condensation are more essential than ever 
for such as seek to husband that most valuable of all economies—the 
economy of time.” The preparation of the volume before us is an at- 
tempt in that direction, in that attractive and valuable branch of 
life writing in which history and biography are combined. Con- 
templating such a p' » the selection of the lives of the Earl of 
Chatham and Edmund Burke is peculiarly appropriate, for their lives 
are utterly inseparable from the history of their times. With that 
indefatigable patience and minuteness of labour which so eminently 
characterise Mr. Timbs, he has, as it were, with the point of a needle 
picked from out of the larger biographies of these great men the most 
precious morsels of fact and illustrative anecdote, which he hag 
arranged under separate headings, in such a manner that you cannot 
open a page but you find something to interest, something to amuse 
and something to instruct, or at least to give impulse to thought and 
reflection, Each anecdote biography is Sivided into two sections— 
the one more purely historical, and the other 
containing characteristics, retrospective opin- 
ions, and personal traits of the subjects of these 
run-and-read memoirs. When we add that the 
book contains engravings of well-chosen por- 
traits of Chatham and Burke, besides numer- 
ous illustrations of particular portions of the 
letterpress, we only adduce another point in 
favour of a work which, if it is no more than it 
pretends to be, has the merit of being quite up 
to its professions and purpose, 


A CoMPARATIVE VIEW OF THE HUMAN AND 
ANIMAL FRAME, By B, WarTERHOUSE 
Hawkins, F.L.8., &c. Chapman and Hall, 


This folio volume, or rather atlas of plates 
with explanatory letter-press, the author tells 
us, is intended “to give a comparative view 
of the variations in form of the bony skeleton 
or framework of those animals most frequently 
required by the artist, designer, or orna- 
mentist,” and, at the same time, to impress 
him with a strong sense of the unity of design 
and oneness of plan upon which all animals 
are constructed.

GENERAL LAMORICIERE. 


AmonG the recent arrivals in Rome of sup- 
posed sympathisers with the cause of the tem- 
poral power of the Pope one especially—that 
of General Lamoricitre (whom the celebrated 
coup-d’état, which resulted in the present 
French Empire, bad sent into exile)—has occa- 
sioned much astonishment to all who have 
calmly considered the question of the Pope’s 
authority over the Roman States. It was at 
first stated that the General had accepted the 
command of the Papal troops with the inten- 
tion of assisting in the restoration of the 
Romagna to the Government of Pius IX. ; but 
this design must be, at any rate, doubtful, as 
it is now affirmed that the French Govern- 
ment, which has always urged on the Court of 
Rome the necessity of creating an army suffi- 
ciently strong to enable it to dispense with 
foreign aid, felt disposed, on the demand of 
his Holiness, to grant to General Lamoricitre 
the authorisation to accept the command of the 
military forces of the Pontifical State. Ac- 
cording to accounts from Rome it appears that 
Lamoriciére has received the necessary consent 
of the French authorities to accept the com- 
mand offered, and has already declared that 
sufficient elements of military strength exist 
in the Papal States—in men, fortified places, 
and provisions to allow of the retirement of the French troops from 
their prolonged occupation. 

The following biographical details of the Pope’s Commander-in- 
Chief may prove interesting. 

General Lamoriclive was born at Nantes, on the 5th of February, 
1806. He was educated at the Polytechnic School, and, after two 
years passed at Metz in military studies, entered the corps of 
engineers, and became lieutenant in 1830. After the Algerine 
expedition he was named a captain of the newly-created +> of 
Zouaves, and he was indebted to the African conquest for his rapid 
advancement. He took a part in eighteen campaigns during the 
African war, and by his clever strategy accomplished the capture 
of Abd-el-Kader in 1847, when his military career was supposed to 
have terminated, and the grand cross of the Legion of Honour was 
conferred upon him. 

In the beginning of 1848 General Lamoricitre was sent to the 
Chamber of Deputies as the representative of Saint Calais, in the 
department of the Sarthe. e took his seat on the Opposition 
benches, and was the intended Minister of War in the combina- 
tions vainly proposed by Thiers, Molé, and Barrot, on the eve of 
Louis Philippe’s overthrow. On the 24th of February he presented 
himself at the scene of revolt in the uniform of a colonel of the 
National Guard, and proclaimed the abdication of the King, and 
regency of the Duchess of Orleans; but his horse was killed, 
himself wounded, and he was only saved by the intervention 
of some workmen, who protected him from the fury of 
their comrades. He refused the post of War Minister, or 
any military appointment, under the Provisional Government. 
During the terrible days of June, he placed himself at 
the disposition of General Cavaignac, fought against the insurgents, 
and on the 28th of that month accepted the portefeuille of the War 
Department, which he held during six months. Faithful to the 
policy and fortune of General Cavaignac, Lamoriciére attached him- 
self, both by his votes and his actions, to the most moderate fraction 
of the Democratic y. After the election of Louis Napoleon to 
the office of President of the Republic the General offered but little 
opposition to the new power, although he disapproved the course 
events were taking at that time in Italy. In the subsequent elec- 
tion he was named a representative of the people by the depart- 
ments of the Sarthe and of the Seine, chose to sit for the latter, and 
became one of the stanchest defenders of the Republican Consti- 
tution. In July, 1849, at the moment of the intervention of the 
Russian arms in Hungary, he was sent upon an extraordinary 
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mission to the Court of St. 
Petersburg, where he arrived after 
the defeat of the Hungarians, but 
was well received by the Czar. 
However, he demanded his recall 
as soon as he heard of the dis- 
missal of the Odillon Barrot 
Ministry. From that time La- 
moricitre employed his influence 
in the Assembly, of which he was 
several times named Vice-presi- 
dent, in endeavouring to coun- 
teract the policy and foil the 
designs of Louis Napoleon. On 
the 19th of July, 1851, he voted 
against the revisal of the Consti- 
tution, and, on the 17th of No- 
vember, in favour of the project 
for submitting the military power 
of France tothe Assembly. As 
many of our readers will remem- 
ber, he was arrested in the morn- 
ing of the 2nd of December, on 
the occasion of the famous coup 
d'état. He was for a time shut 
up in the fortress of Ham, but 
subsequently conducted to Co- 
logne by the French police. A 
few months later the General re- 
fused to take the oath to the new 
Constitution promulgated by the 
then President; and from that 
period resided as an exile in Ger- 
many, Belgium, and England, 
down to the end of 1857, when, 
on the occasion of the sudden 
death of one of his children, who 
had remained in France with 
Madame Lamoricitre, the Em- 
peror immediately granted to the 
General permission to return to 
his native uu which he has 
just quitted on the doubtful mis- 
sion to which we have alluded 
above. 


THE RECENT FIRE IN 
RED-CROSS STREET. 
SEVERAL fires occurred on Sunday 
week in different parts of the 
metropolitan district, some of 
them attended with the loss of 
several thousand pounds’ worth 
of property. The most serious 
of them was the one in Red Cross- 
street, which, breaking out at 
three in the morning, and lighting 
up for hours the whole of the City 
and the Surrey side of the river, 
was not extinguished until late in the day. The premises which the 
fire encircled were of considerable magnitude and of great antiquity, 
having escaped the Great Fire of London, and formed a block of 
houses extending from the corner of Barbican round into Redcross- 
street, Cripplegate. Adjoining them on one side was an extensive 
distillery, and a row of small houses let out to a number of poor 
families. The firemen kept to their work without intermission 
until past seven o’clock in the evening, when they happily suc- 
pave in extinguishing the flames. The houses, 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, 
are completely destroyed, in addition to a portion of the back part 

of No. 6; and the loss in stock is considerable. 

The following is Mr. Braidwood’s report of the injury done:— 
** Nos. 2, 3, 4, in Red Cross-street, Cripplegate. Messrs. Johnson 
and Gillman, wholesale boot and shoe makers, The three buildings 
burned down. The contents of Nos. 3 and 4insured in the Northern 
Fire Office.

SWORD-BAYONET 
EXERCISE AS PRACTISED BY 
THE BRITISH INFANTRY. 
To fix and unfix bayonets was all 
the instruction given in the use 
of that weapon to the infantry 
that so successfully fought the 
battles of Marlborough, and after- 
wards those of Wellington, and 
while the practice of the sword 
was carried to the utmost per- 
fection, and its principles demon- 
strated by carefully-elaborated 
diagrams, the foot soldier was 
merely taught to charge in one 
position, and, when met by a 
stout resistance, he, in the con- 
fusion that ensued, was left to 
use or misuse} his weapon as 
chance might direct; indeed, it 
was as frequently clubbed as 
used in any other way ; the con- 
sequence was that, although the 
victories were brilliant, the 
losses were proportionately great. 

The bayonet exercise has been 
used for years in almost all the 
armies of the Continent, and ex- 
perience in actual service has 
taught the French to consider it 
as part of a soldier’s education ; 
but, according to our ideas of 
utility, the French army has 
carried the scientific use of the 
bayonet to almost an excess, the motions and poses are so numerous, 
and many of them bearing so strong a resemblance to each other, 
that it appears to give the recruit an unnecesary amount of labour 
to learn them; many, indeed most, of the motions in our bayonet 
exercise have been borrowed from those in use in the Continental 
armies, but we have endeavoured to simplify them, to choose the 
best, modify them to our own ideas, and render them thoroughly 
available in the arts of attack and defence. 

Great diversity of opinion exists among military men as to the 
respective merits of the sword-bayonet and the short three-sided 
bayonet. Both have their advantages as well as their defects. With 
the former the assailant has the advantage of being able to cut as 
well as to thrust. This he is enabled to do with great effect, on the 
hands of his enemy particularly: many opportunities also occur of 
inflicting cuts on the legs. Its length is also necessary for troops 
armed with the short rifle, so as to place them on an equality with 
those armed with the long one. But, on the other hand, its leverage 
at the end of the rifle is a great drawback to its utility, as a man of 
but moderate strength is liable to have his guard borne down without 
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much difficulty. The reason why riflemen are armed with the short 
rifle is that it is supposed to be easier to bring the sights to bear on 
each other more rapidly in skirmishing than with the long one. This, 
however, many persons well up in the subject dispute ; and when a 
battalion of the Rifle e was armed with the ‘long Enfield, 
during the Keffir War, they found no difficulty whatever in using it. 
The motions for the bayonet practice, although given in regular 
order in our ving would, of course, either in action or in trials 
of skill, be according as circumstances might dictate. The

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Tae rifle movement has received a new impetus of a strictly 
legitimate character. In lieu of any further imitation of the least 
respectable phase of Continental patriotism, instead of volunteer 
balls, volunteer concerts, volunteer fireworks, and other triv ialities, 
we are to see volunteer targets, upon which the efficie ncy of our 
Household Guard, as marksmen, is to be severely and ho nourably 
tested. The meeting is to be at Wimbledon, in July,so that 
ample time is allowed for men of perseverance to prepare them. 
selves for this examination. Her Majesty offers the handsome 
prize of £250 for the best shot, and the Prin ce Consort will give 
another £100, and there are gold medals and other rewards of 
merit. The Household Guard has shown itself so earnest 
80 intelligent, and so amenable to strict discipline in the 
early part of its history that there can be no doubt of 
its devoting itself with English determination and practical 
good sense to the mastery of the rifle; and we are sure 
that, when it becomes our business to depict the scene on 
Wimbledon Common, we shall have the gratification of accom 
panying the representation with a record thoroughly honourable 
to the Volunteers, We hear, by the way, that in some of the 
low-class suburbs there have been outrages committed upon the 
men at drill by blackguards of the class who are permitted to 
reform the ritual of St. George’s-in-the East. To appeal to the 
decent feeling and gratitude of such rabble, and to remind them 
that gentlemen are giving time and labour to the work of pre- 
paring themselves to protect their fellow-citizens, would be 
hopeless, but the police authorities ought not to be twice apprised 
that such ruffianism takes place. However competent the 
Volunteers may be to defend themselves, it is exceedingly un- 
desirable that they should be placed in a false position in respect 
even to such persons as annoy them, and the duties of the police 
in such a case are perfectly evident. 

At the end of last week the bill for the abolition of church rates 
came on for the last debate on the second reading, and was closed 
by addresses from three of the leading orators in the House, Mr, 
Whiteside, Mr, Bright, and Mr. Disraeli, A division was taken, 
and, instead of the large majority which has hitherto backed the 
measure, the second reading was carried by nine only. The 
prolonged cheering of the Opposition testified to its feeling as to 
this result—the shouts lasted several minutes. Those who have 
taken a prominent part in the anti-church-rate movement do not 
hesitate to assign a cause for this change of circumstances. They 
say that the ultra-Dissenters who were examined before the 
Committee on the subject were imprudently frank ino their 
declarations that they looked upon the abolition of the rate as 
merely one step gained in the campaign against a State Church, 
and that they designed the separation of the Church from the 
State, and the redistribution of church property. This disclosure 
is held to have alienated numbers who object to this impost, but 
believe that a national church is the best safeguard against priest 
craft on the one hand and indifferentism on the other. Let this 
be granted as the cause of the failure of Sir John Trelawny’s bill, 
and what shall we say of the ethics attributed to reasoners who 
refused what they considered a rightful demand because it was 
likely to be followed by a demand that would be wrong? Let us 
refuse to pay a tradesman what we think a just bill, because we 
believe that in his next bill he will endeavour to cheat. 

Lord Raynham—whose exertions in the cause of humanity 
towards the helpless, both among our fellow-creatur es and among 
our animal servants, deserve that he should be respectfully 
spoken of, although we differ from him in matters of detail—has 
carried by rather a large majority a bill for inflicting very severe 
flogging on the brutes who beat women. Now, no person would 
regret to hear that any one of these miscreants (say the cabdriver 
Holland, who brutally maltreated his wife at the time when every 
instinct of nature dictates the utmost tenderness to a mother) had 
been handed over to the common scourger, or had received at 
@uly qualified hands such treatment as Sayers or Heenan could 
bestow at need. The first impulse when one reads of such an 
atrocity is to wish that the neighbours had _ tied up the scoundrel 
to the next lamp-post and taken their turns at the drummer's 
non-musical office. But impulse will not do. We want to protect 
woman, and, much as we may like to ave nge her, that is not the 
Girect way of aiding her under our present system of law, which 
throws upon her the task of complaint and prosecution. She 
will not prosecute the brute to the’ whipping-post, and, while there 
is no public officer to do it, we must be content with working out 
the system of protection to which she will be an assenting party- 
Lord Raynham’s bill will have to be much modified in Committee. 

From the Nestor of the Lords, Lord Lyndhurst, the Peers have 
had a solemn warning upon the state of the Navy. The venerable 
nobleman has convinced himself that our fleets are not sufficiently 
powerful to encounter those of our neighbour. The Duke of 
Somerset, for Government, replies that we are quite as strong as 
is necessary. His Grace’s explanations leave cer tain points open 
to grave doubt, and, at all events, it is clear that the duty of 
providing qualified sailors is one that must be followed up with 
unrelaxing zeal. 

The last telegrams from Spain announce a curiously pacific 
solution of the problem, what was to be done with the pretender 
to the crown, whose unfortunate General was shot as a sacrifice to 
offended Royalty before the latter could listen to any other 
arrangements. If the news is to be depended upon, the Count de 
Montemolin and his brother have discovered that their chances 
are gone, that Spain will bear no restoration of the old, bigoted 


tyranny, and that the best thing they can do is to accept the 
situation, and swear allegiance to their cousin the Queen. This 
is to be done, we are told, and the Princes are then to appear at 
Court. Assuredly, this is so sensible a way of settling the 
matter that one hesitates to believe that diplomacy can have 
achieved such a triumph. But will the new-made loyalists be 
permitted free action in the country. Spain is against them ; but 
they have sufficient believers in the old blood and the old aris- 
tocracy to make themselves troublesome at some crisis in Spanish 
affairs, Suppose Charles Edward had taken the oaths to King 
George, would it have done to let the Chevalier settle at Miss 
Linwood’s, Leicester-square ?

In Glory’s fires we dry our tears, 

and in tke lustre of the pictorial display seek to forget that 
Piccolomini has retired from the operatic stage. A perfect tempest 
of concerts, grand Mendelssohn doings at Sydenham, Mr. Holman 
Hunt’s noble painting, considered for eighteen months in 
Jerusalem, and worked upon for seven years, the victory of 
St. Alban’s (so named from his connection with Bribery) for the 
Chester Cup, and the merciless blockade of Fleet-street also give 
Londoners subjects for chat. Is it true, by the way, that, when 
Mr. Thwaites takes the sewerage of the Strand in hffid, that 
rather useful thoroughfare will be broken up for two years ?

It was attended by a very large gathering of 
the old students, who came up from all parts of the country.

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R. JOHN ORRELL LEVER, MP. 
Tas gentleman, whose ortrait we give as an 
propriate companion to the “‘Launch of the 
Coonmmaihs” is well known both in Great Britain 
and America as the founder of the Galway line of 
Transatlantic steamers. Mr. Lever made the first 
successful attempt to establish a mail service to 
America from an Irish port. It has long been seen 
as a geographical fact that the shortest mail route 
te America must be from a port in the west of 
Ireland ; but the small amount of Irish commerce, 
the almost entire devotion of the landed interests 
of that country to agriculture, the lack of spare 
capital, the vis inertia of the people, and, perhaps, 
some; ealousy in England, have confined the 
American mail service to ports on this side of the 
St. George’s Channel. Mr. Lever commenced run- 
ning steamers from Galway in the summer of 1858, 
sg with such marked success, particularly in 
passenger traffic, that in 1859a Yo ge ow company 
was formed, under the title of the Atlantic Royal 
Mail Steam Navigation Company, of which he is 
one of the directors. A contract for a fortnightly 
mail service was entered into by her Majesty's Go- 
vernment, under the late Administration, and the 
service is to commence in the month of June. 
In consequence of the active part taken by Mr. 
Lever in the establishment of a new commercial 
era for Ireland, the inhabitants of Galway invited 
him to stand for the borough on the occurrence of 
a vacancy, in February, 1859, when he was duly 
elected. At the general election following the 
dissolution in May, he was again returned as one of 
the members for the borough. 
Mr. Lever is a descendant of an old Lancashire 
family, represented during the early part of the 
reign of G e III. by Sir Ashton Lever, of Lever 
Hall, near Manchester. Mr. Lever’s early mer- 
cantile career was in the corn trade at Manchester. 
A few years since he commenced business at 
Westport, Ireland; had several corn-mills, and 
started a line of steamers from Westport to Liver- 
pool. These were very successful, and he soon 
afterwards determined to open a line of steam- 
packets from Galway to America, a project 
that will ever be associated with his name—the 
“« Lever Line” of steamers happily inaugurating an 
era of prosperity for Ireland. . Lever is one of 
the vounger members of the House of Commons, 
being now in his thirty-sixth year, and forming a 
of that commercial element that has been 
tely treading on the heels of hereditary honours 
with rapidity. Mr. Lever married a daughter 
of J. Dorning, Esq., of Swinton, near Manchester. 
Mr. Lever’s energy of character and indomitable 
rseverance are well known and yy | evinced in 
is career, he having established two lines of ocean steamers and 
been twice elected to Parliament before he was thirty-five years of 
age. He is also one of the directors of the South Wales Railway 
Company. 
MODANE, SAVOY. 
ProceepInG from Chambery to Mont Cenis the principal stations 
are St. Jean de Maurienne, Modane, and Lans-le-Bourg, of which we 
gave a View in our Number for April 7. Railway communication is 
now complete as far as Modane, and in four or five years from the 
present date, according to the calculations of Victor Emmanuel’s 
engineers, the sub-Alpine tunnel that will connect France with Italy 
will be terminated. Mont Cenis will then be penetrated 
by carriages propelled by steam and illuminated with lamp- 
oil; the great deeds of travellers, warriors, and armies tri- 
umphant over the physical difficulties offered by the passage of 
the Alps in former times will no longer inspire the poet’s muse, and 
a tour through France and Italy will consist in a monotonous voyage 
at the rate of forty miles an hour, the mountains being pierced by 
tunnels and the boundaries of the two countries converted at those 
points into iron-bound roads.

LAUNCH OF THE “CONNAUGHT.” 
On Saturday week this magnificent vessel was launched from Messrs- 
Palmer’s yard at Jarrow, in presence of avast assemblage of persons 
The North Eastern Railway Company ran a special train, which 





started from Newcastle at two p.m., and this, as well 
as the ordinary train, which left at an earlier hour. 
was crowded with ome of all c eager 
to witness the introduction of the largest steamer 
ever launched on the Tyne to her native element. 
Great numbers of ladies and gentlemen clustered 
in and around the building-yard, crowded the decks 
of steamers and all sorts of craft in the immediate 
vicinity of the scene of operations, seized upon 
every available elevation, and margined the o po- 
site shore of the river. The launch had been fod 
for four o'clock, and a short time previous to that 
hour, and while the workmen were preparing for 
the chief event, Mrs. Charles Palmer performed 
the ceremony of naming the ship b breaking a

The Connaught was built by Messrs. Palmer Brothers, of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, for the Atlantic Royal Mail Steam Navigation Company. She 
is one of four great steam-ships of similar dimensions intended to 
commence running this summer with increased speed between Galwa 
and New York, vid St. John’s, Newfoundland. The improved faci- 
lities of communication by means of the new ships placed on the 
Holyhead service will reduce the time between London and Dublin 
to eleven hours, while the transit from Dublin to Galway will not, 
accordivg to future arrangements, occupy more than four hours, so 
that a fair start from Galway within sixteen hours will be obtained 
by a passenger leaving London for America. Another important 
fact is that by means of these fast paddle-steamers telegraphic 
news will be transmitted between all parts of America and 
Europe within six days or less. The Connaught will probably be 
the tastest vessel afloat, not excepting even the Great astern. 
She is built for speed as well as for passenger accommodation. She 
is of nearly 3000 tons register, and consequently of burden ex- 
ceeding almost any ship that has been built for commercial purposes, 
Her horse-power is 800 nominal, and upon the oscillating principle. 
The length of this fine steamer is 378 ft., being 360 ft. between 
perpendiculars. Her beam is 40ft., and overall 71ft.6in. Her 
depth of hold is 30 ft. The Connaught will carry about 800 pas- 
sengers, including 200 first-class, who will be luxuriously accommo- 
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dated. She is constructed with a spar-deck, straight stem, and 
ic stern, and is on the wave-line principle attributed to 
Smith, the great modern Nimrod of the hunting-field.

THE REFORM BILL. 

Mr. Warner gave notice of a clause in Committce on the Reform Bill 
reducing the franchise to £4 in certain boroughs, with a condition that no 
elector should vote for more than two candidates. 

Mr. E. James gave notice of a clause — the condition of payment 
of rates as a preliminary to the obtaining of the franchise. 

The adjourned debate on the Reform Bill was resumed by 

Mr. Bentinck, who said that Lord J. Russell's speech was entirely an 
apology for bis bill—an apology which was not very graciously received by 
the House. He urged t Lord John, in every speech in favour of reform 
in Parliament, insinuated that unless it was paseed some such consequences 
would ensue as accompanied the first Reform Bill, and especially the burn- 
ing of Nottingham Castle and the riots at Bristol. The measure before the 
House was not, and was not meant to be, ascttlement of the question, but 
as an instalment and a step towards future changes. He was in favour of 
such a reform as would confer a fair share of the representation on all 
classes, and remove the anomalies and injustice of the Act of 1832; but no 
such result would flow from the proposed bill. In fact, Lord John had 
always adapted his reform measures to the immediate circumstances and 
difficulties in which he was placed ; and the House and the country would 
never believe that any measure he introduced was founded on any other 
reasons ; in fact, the bill contained none of the elements or the details of a 
Reform Bill 

Mr. Water was of opinion that the effects of this bill would disappoint 
every expectation with regard to it, whether for good or for evil; for its 
effects would, he believed, be very insignificant. Why was reform neces- 
sary’ Not from any grievances under which the working classes suffered 
which legislation could remove. One reason of reform was the necessity of 
a redistribution of seats in that House; another was the propriety of ex- 
tending the franchise; but the most pressing of all was the constant 
dangling of this question before the people for the last few years. It was 
objected to the passing of a Reform Bill that it implied a dissolution of 
Parliament, and at a very critical juncture of our affairs; but he saw no 
absolute necessity for such a result. He argued that it was unadvisable to 
pull to pieces any system of machinery which had produced such good 
effects as the existing Parliamentary system without some positive assurance 
that its reconstruction would be an improvement. As to the extension of 
the franchise, he did not think it so much a question of numbers as of 
intelligence and quality in the voter. He did not distrust the working 
classes, but he did distrust the influences which sucii demagogues a3 
Mr. Bright (portions of whose speeches he quoted) might have on those 
classes. He hoped that the bill would pass, but so improved in Committee 
as to be an honour and not a disgrace to the name of Lord John Russell 
and the country. 

Lord J. Manners returned to the much-vexed question of the inaccuracy 
of the data on which Government had based their ca‘culation of the addi- 
tions to the franchise, and contended that it was an idle farce to go on with 
this measure until that question was settled. He objected to the measure, 
not only in reference to the borough franchise but in regard to the mode in 
which the counties had been dealt with, in tho reduction of the qualification 
and the addition of third members to some of them. In a somewhat 
humorous strain he attributed the deficiencies of this bill to the twofold 
ey me held by Lord John, as a domestic legislator and the guardian of 
the foreign interests of England. He urged the withdrawal of the bill. 

The debate was continued by Mr. Hodgkinson, Mr. Hopwood, Mr. Caird, 
Mr. B. Cochrane (the latter gentleman making an elaborate attack on Mr. 
Bright, and quoting several passages from that gentleman's spzeches out of 
the House), and Mr. P. Urquhart. 

Mr. Dv Cane contrasted the variety, and even contrariety, of the argu- 
ments adduced by the various ‘supporters of the bill, and contended that 
the measure had got into a dead lock; while he was at a loss to discover 
what was the practical advantage gained by the carrying of Lord J. Russell's 
resolutions against Lord Derby’s bill last year, believing, as he did, that 
this bill was the most one-sided and dangerous of any of its class which had 
been presented to the House. 

Mr. Cray having supported the bill with some qualifications and sugges- 
tions for Committee, 

Mr. A. Mitts pointed out that there had been in the course of tho 
debate twelve neutral speeches, twenty-nine against the bill, and only two 
in its favour. He was inclined not to destroy the bill, but to assist in 
moulding it into such a shape as might tend to make it a settlement of the 
— with which it professed to deal. If such an effort should fail he 

ould give his decided negative to the third reading. 

Mr. J. Locke defended the metropolitan members, who, he asserted, had 
been held up in the debate as types of a class of representatives which the 
per calculated to increase, and which it was especially desirable not to 
multiply.

OUR NAVAL RESERVES. 

Lord Lyxnpnvurst called attention to the state of the naval reserve, and 
mee Ay Government to give an account of its present condition and 
probable future pr . It appeared that foreigners were better 
acquainted with the siete of our Navy than we were ourselves, “Since the 


| great Continental war our Navy had been comparatively neglected, and it 


was only fromalarm at the enormous efforts of France that our Government 
at last roused itself from its supineness. The noble and learned Lord com- 
pared the British with the French naval’force, contending that at present 
our own scarcely exceeded that of our rival. After enumerating the naval 
stations in which it was necessary that we should sustain our supremwy 
at sea, he observed that a disaster in the Channel could be repaired by 
France, but would be ruinous to England. The country could not rest 
satisfied while matters remained in their present position. He also quoted 
the authority of successive Lords of the Admiralty to show the difficulty 
which had been Ss in finding men for the Navy without resorting 
to impressment. The regulations of the service also tended to discourage 
seamen from joining, for they were so numerous and complex that a lawyer 
even could not understandthem. Ifhe himself were of the proper ago, and 
prepared to enter the Navy, his first iy 3 would be to call in a respectable 
conveyancer to prepare an abstract of those regulations. He reprobated 
the efforts of political economists to keep down the expenditure of the Army 
and Navy in the vain hope of a perpetual alliance with France. % 
The Duke of Somerset trusted that it would not be supposed from the 
speech of the noble and learned Lord that the present Government had 
reduced the naval strength of the wy =e During the last eight months 
mere men hai been employed in the dockyards than during any previous 
period—not excepting those of the great Continental war. Exclusive of 
blockships or sailing-vessels we had afloat 50 ships of the line, 30 frigates, 
19 corvettes, 83 sloops, 26 smaller vessels, and 24 special and 350 ordinary 
gun-boats. The French had 33 ships of the line and eight building, 33 
frigates and 12 building, and about 140 sloops. As for our naval reserve, the 
coastguard now numbered 6862 men, and it was intended to increase it to 
12,000 men. The naval coastguard volunteers amounted to upwards of 
7000. There were but 1000 men in the naval reserve ; but the scheme could 
searcely be said to have as yet come into operation. The actual available 
reserve was 14,850 men. As to the regulations, they referred to different 
classes, and all that applied to common seamen could be comprised in 
a single sheet of paper. The noble Duke concluded by praising the high 
spirit of the Navy, which, however it might show itself dissatisfied wi'p 
petty expeditions, would never be found wanting up.n great occasions

be affected by it, inasmuch as it would enable 

them to enjoy that real tranquillity upon the Lord's Day which 

they so much desired, without any detriment to their pecuniary 

interests. e@ measure proposed that between the hours of nine 

o'clock a.m. and one o’clock p m., no shops should be allowed to be open 

for business or trading purposes; and that no hawking of goods, nor 

cries for the sale of them, should be permitted throughout the day (with 

certain exceptions set forth in the bill). Penalties for the breach of any 

of the provisions of the bill might be recovered by a summary process 
before any police magistrate. 

Earl St. Germans moved, that the bill be committed on that day six 
months, as he believed, and was informed by Sir Richard Mayne, that it 
would be ae py | im ible for the police to perform efficiently the 
duties imposed on them by the bill. 

Lord Teynuam opposed the bill. 

The Bishop of Lonpon warmly urged their Lordships to go into Com- 
mittee upon the bill. 

The Earl of ELLennorovcn was opposed to going into Committee, 
believing that the provisions of the bill were utterly impracticable to carry 


out. 

The Earl of Deny argued in favour of the bill. 

After a lengthened discussion the House divided. The result was a 
majority of 54 against 25 in favour of going into Committee. 

Their Lordships having goneinto Committee, it was soon afterwards agreed 
to postpone the further consideration of the clauses until next Tuesday.

had previously made. Her Majesty’s Government had received a despatch 
from General Cass, and he did not think that he could lay the cor 
respondence on the table until they bad considered their reply to it. 


THE REFORM BILL. 

Mr. Macaciay renewed the debate on the Reform in the Representation 
Bill, directing attention, in the first place, to the necessity of a variety of 
franchise to an efficient Reform Bill They wanted to have other statistics 
than those of the gross number of occupiers before they could form any 
adequate opinion of the intelligence of the men upon whom they now pro- 
posed to confer the privilege of the franchise. He complained of the bill 
of the noble Lord because it was uniform, instead of various, to suit the 
exigencies of the various boroughs throughout the country. He was 
in favour of a multiform franchise, and a multiform qualification 
with regard with constituencies themselves. He should like to see a per- 
sonal test whereby the intelligence of the electors might be ascertained. 
The hon. member for Birmingham had stated at a megting in the coun- 
that he was in favour of a rating suffrage ; but he told the people whom he 
addressed that he should not hesitate to go with them eventually for man- 
hood, household, or universal suffrage (Mr. Bright, ‘‘ No”). Entertaining 
these views, he should have voted on an amendment if it had been pro. 
posed; but he thought the debate had justified the foresight of those who 
preferred a free discussion to a party division. He sincerely trusted that 
the Government would reconsider the measure, for it could not be thought 
that such a bill could be carried with a high hand through Parliament, 

Mr. Grecory (having been called on by the Speaker) said he thought that 
forty out of fifty members on that (the Ministerial) side of the House viewed 
the measure with disapprobation and alarm. There were, he thought, 
more anomalies in this bill than there were in the present system, and 
that the measure would furnish the advocates of electoral districts with 
ten times stronger arguments than he could at present use. He objected 
mainly to the bill because it involved no principle of permanence. He 
objected to it generally on account of its democratic tendency. 

r. LONGFIELD also opposed the bill, and was proceeding with his obser- 
vations when he was interrupted by an attempt on the part of an hon. 
member to count out the House. In consequence, however, of a rush of 
members into the Houze, upon the sound of the bell, the attempt proved 
abortive and the debate proceeded. 

Mr. Dicsy Seymour defended the right of the working classes to the 
potsession of the franchise, and argued that the fear of the results of 
democracy as experienced in America was altogether illusory. On the 
whole, he thought that the bill would be more satisfactory if its principle 
of the redistribution of seats were extended in Committee. 

Sir J. Ramspen expressed his regret that the Government had not framed 
such a measure as would be more likely to command the general support 
On the one side of the House the bill was denounced as dangerous, 
whilst on the other it was condemned for its shortcomings, and was 
only tolerated as a step towards something of a more decided character. 
It was, therefore, much to be feared that this measure would never be 
accepted, even by its supporters, as a settlement of the question. To such 
a bill he would be no party, for it would be better to do nothing than to 
pass a measure of this delusive character—one unworthy of Parliament 
and menacing to the nati interests. 

Mr. Wa.roce expressed his surprise that the noble Lord (Lord J. Russell) 
should have proposed a@ franchise that militated against the known prin- 
ciples of the British Constitution, and one which he was convinced must 
end in establishing throughout the country a homogeneous qualification 
which, if once spread throughout the kingdom, would necessarily intro- 
duce into the "Touse of Gcommens one class of members instead of 
the counterbalancing variety which they had at present. Another effect 
of this bill would be to dissever taxation and representation through the 
operation of the Compound Householders’ Act upon houses below an £8 
refital, while the payment of poor rates would continue to be a necessary 
adjunct to a higher rental for the exercise of the franchise. The low 
franchise proposed would also raise a class of voters, who, by their poverty, 
‘would be more or less liable to be influenced in the exercise of their fran- 
chise by money or power. The measure was one which would enlarge the 
constituency, but deteriorate the quality. It would place wealth and intel- 
ligence at the mercy of poverty and passion—that wealth which employs, 
and that intelligence which ought to govern. 

The CHance.tor of the Excnrqver vindicated the conduct and con- 
sistency of his noble friend (Lord J. Russell) and the Government upon this 
question of reform. They had now been six nights engaged in the dis- 
cussion of this measure—a duration of time without precedent in reference 
toa propesiecn against which there was no amendment moved. The bill 
was brought forward in obedience to pledges—pledges, indeed, that had 
been given by the two great parties in this 
those pledges if they did not proceed with this bill, but suffered it to be 
treated in this manner not only night afte? night, but week after week ’ 
With respect to the bill itself he believed that he could show that the 
apprehensions of its opponents were doubly and trebly exaggerated; and 

ough a great deal might be said in favour of the different franchises that 
had been suggested, they were, nevertheless, novel, and therefore difficult. 
It was the duty of the Government, in dealing with so important a subject, 
to aim at what was practical as well as simple, in order That amendments 
and improvements might as easily as ible be engrafted upon it. The 
Government did not approach the subject with the feeling that the present 
system had failed—nay, rather they felt that it conferred great benefit on 
the question for which it had existed; but it was admitted to 
capable of improvement, and it was their desire and object to improve it 
He therefore, after the pledges which had been given, after the expectations 
which had been raised, must warn hon. gentlemen wpeate of the danger 
of further and unnecessary delay. The objections which had been raised 
with respect to the “lodger” or other franchises were all matters more 
proper for a Committee, and they could better discuss them at that stage 
than they were now doing in listening to individual opinions on this side 
and on that side of the House, without giving effect to the practical deci- 
sion of the House. The right hon. gentleman then proceeded to notice the 
objections to the £6 franchise, which appeared to be the great offending 
feature of the bill. He ridiculed the fears of those who thought that that 
franchise would have the effect of deteriorating the constituencies of this 
country, and contended, on the contrary, that the class of voters created 
by the bill were, by their position and intelligence, fully as capable of exer 
cising the franchise as independently as many of the shopkeeping clectors 
in our boroughs. As to the augmentation which it was alleged by the 
opponents of the bill the £6 franchise would create, he — some returns 
to show that by migration alone more than 25 per cent of this class of people 
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changed their residences within the period required by the bill in order to 
qualify them to vote. 165,000 was the prima facie addition which would 
be given to the present constituency of the country; but a considerable 
reduction must be made from that number from the nonpayment of rates, 
migration, and other causes; therefore the apprehensions entertained of 
the £6 electors becoming so numerous as to swamp the representation of 
property and station in that House were utterly unfounded and delusive. 

Mr. Cottins, amid the impatience of the House, opposed the bill 

The bill was ultimately read a second time without a division. 

The 4th of June was appointed for Committee on the bill. 


MUSIC. 

At Her Masesty’s Taratre Mdlle. Piccolomini has appeared 
three times previously to hor final retirement from the stage. Theso 
farewell appearances took place on Thursday and Saturday last week 
and on Monday last. She performed only one character, the heroine 
of a new opera by Signor Campana, entitled “ Almina,” a work 
which bas been reccived with considerable favour. Its subject may 
be briefly explained. A/mina, the daughter of an Jtalian nobleman, 
is about to be married, and the piece opens with the wedding fes- 
tivities. But the bride is melancholy. She has been betrothed to a 
former lover, who is supposed to have died in a foreign land; and 
she is unfaithful to his memory only in compliance with the urgent 
entreaties of her aged father. She sinks, however, under the struggle ; 
and when her lost lover reappears, he finds that she has married 
another, but has died of grief for his loss. When she has been 
committed to the tomb, her lover descends into the vault to indulge 
his sorrow by mourning over her remains. But Almina is not dead. 
She has only swconed ; and, in a state of insensibility resembling 
death, has been carried to her grave. She now suddenly revives, 
rises from the tomb, and stands before her lover, who is overcome 
with awe and wonder, feelings immediately succeeded by 
mutual rapture. The pair, holding that all bonds are broken b 
her virtual death, and their almost miraculous restoration to eac 
other, resolve to fly together and repair to some distant country. 
Five years pass away, and Almina and her partner are seized with 
the desire of returning home, hoping that they will remain unknown. 
But they are disappointed: A/mina is recognised, and her husband 
claims her as his wife. A trial takes place in a court of justice, 
where the lady denies her identity, and not only asserts, but swears 
that che is a stranger, and her companion’s wife. The proof, how- 
ever, is too strong, and the court gives judgment that she must 
guit her paramour and return to her husband. To avoid this result 
the swallows poison, and expires in her lover's arms. The moral of 
this tale is questionable, and the story is not very probable or co- 
herent; but it affords striking scenes and situations; and the 
catastrophe, thanks to the acting of Piccolomini and Giuglini, was 
very affecting. Signor Campana seems to belong to the school of 
Verdi: his music has the faults and the merits of that most popular 
of modern composers. The voices of the singers are often strained 
beyond their powers, and oppressed with a load of noisy accompani- 
ments; there isa lack of novelty and variety; and the concerted 
pieces and choruses betray a deficiency of constructive skill. But, 
with all this, there is a great deal of pleasing melody, and some of 
the principal airs may probably become popular whon transferred 
from the stage to the drawing-room. This opera, in short, if nota 
chef-dauvre, is the work of an accomplished musician, which Signor 
Campana, by his vocal] pieces already known to the public, has shown 
himself to be, 

It was after the third performance of this opera (as we have said) 
that Mdlle. Piccolomini took her last farewell, not only of the English 
public but of the stage. She has always been a favourite among us 

-% favourite of the public from her captivating powers as an artist, 
and a favourite in society from her good and amiable qualities as a lady. 
As the wife of an Italian gent’eman, she is about to retire into the 
shades of private hfe, where, we trust, she will find a degree of 
happiness far beyond that which is derived from the intoxicating 
breath of popular applause. 

At the Rovat Iratran Orrra Auber’s “ Fra Diavolo” was 
reproduced on Tuesday in the Italian dress in which it was clothed 
by the composer himself expressly for this theatre. The performance 
was similar to that of two years ago, with two important exceptions 
—Bosio was replaced in the character of Zerlina by Miolan-Carvalho ; 
and Marai, as Lady Pamela, by Corbari. Gardoni, as before, was the 
brigand-hero ; Ronconi, the ridiculous Englishman, Baron Rochurgh ; 
Neri-Baraldi, the young officer; and Zelger and Tagliafico the two 
comic bandits. ‘Lhus the cast was by no means diminished in ex- 
cellence. Miolan-Carvalho played the rustic heroine with infinite 
sprightliness end grace, and sang with indescribable brilliancy. 
Roxconi’s exhibition of the “‘ humours” of a Milord Anglais on his 
travels was a most Jaughable extravaganza ; and Corbari was excellent 
as his sentimental spouse. Cardoni, in personating Mire Diavolo, 
ought to have had a Fittle more of the devilin him. He appears a 
very handsome, polite, insinuating young gentleman, but he forgets 
that he is at bottom a fierce, ruthless ruffian. However, his exqui- 
site singing makes amends forall. As a whole, this most attractive 
opera is magnificently got up and delightfully performed. 

The Monpay Porvutar Concert of this week was made up 
of choice materials. Tho first piece was an object of intercst—a 
string-instrument quartet of Dussek hitherto unknown in this 
country. Dussek, though his music had almost fallen into oblivion 
among us, is now recognised as one of the first composers of his 
day. He was a great pianist, and his compositions for that instru- 
ment have lately regained even more than their original vogue; but 
his other works have always remained comparatively unknown. This 
quartet is one of a set numbered as op. 61, and is well worthy of his 
name. It was exquisitely played by Messrs. Becker, Ries, Doyle, and 
Piatti, and the audience seemed to listen to it with delight. Another 
object of interest was Mozart’s sonata in B flat for the piano and 
violin, played by Hallé and Becker. ‘his is the sonata of which the 
well-known anecdote is told. Mozart wrote it for a celebrated female 
violinist, who, giving a concert at Vienna, begged something from 
bis pen. He composed this sonata, but only in his mind, delaying, 
according to his procrastinating habit, the task of putting it on paper 
till it was too late to write down any more than the violin part, 
which he sent to the lady. The concert came; the sonata was 
superbly played, and received with acclamations ; but the Emperor, in 
his box over the heads of the performers, saw that Mozart had nothing 
before him but a sheet of blank paper. The Emperor, beckoning 
Mozart to him, said in a half whisper, ‘‘So, Mozart, you are at your 
old tricks again!” ‘* Yes, sire,” said Mozart, with a smile of 
triumph and confusion, “ but there has not been a note lost.” This 
sonata is one of his most charming productions. Besides these 
pieces, which were curious as well as beautiful, the concert included 
Beethoven’s sonata for the piano alone, in D, played by Hallé; the 
fame comporer’s trio in E flat for violin, viola, and violoncello, played 
by Becker, Doyle, and Piatti ; and several classical vocal pieces, sung 
by Sims Reeves and Mdme. Sainton-Dolby. 

The concert of the Musicar, Unton, on Tuesday morning, was 
not less excellent. It consisted of Mozart's seventh quartet in D, 
Spobr’s pianoforte trio in E minor, and Beethoven's quintet in C, 
op. 20. Becker was the first violin, Piatti the violoncello, and Hallé 
the pianist. In addition to these things Hallé played several of the 
“‘ Lieder ohne Worte,” of Mendelssohn. St. James's Hall was 
crowded to the doors,

THE FARM. 


THE great question as to the Yorkshire destination of the Royal 
Show in 1860 was settled last Wednesday in favour of Leeds. 
Such rivalry has never been excited before, and the voting presented 
a very strange contrast to last year, when only a solitary indi- 
vidual voted for Guildford against Canterbury. It was generally 
understood beforehand that York, Harrogate, and Wakefield stood 
not a ghost of a chance, and that Hull had only a very outside one. 
Its trial-ground was far too far from the town, while the prospect of 
an inundation of foreigners did not make up for its distance from 
the great manufacturing towns; and it was, moreover, almost impos- 
sible that the Society, after paying York the first compliment in 
1848, could pass over the West Kiding at ‘the second time of 
asking.” Doncaster, from its admirable accommodation in every 
respect, had very fair hopes of beating its big rival; but the latter 
came out in such tremendous earnest, and, giving up its original 
plan, selected, at a great expense, such a beautiful site for the show, 
near the ruins of Kirkstall Abbey, that it was deservedly first 
favourite when the polling began. Harrogate and Wakefield could 
not muster a solitary supporter. The proposition from the former 
was looked upon us a mere lodging-house speculation, and, of course, 
it was idle to vote for the latter when its neighbour Leeds was in 
the field. The strength of the other four was as follows :— 
Lecds, twenty-eight; Doncaster, twenty; Hull, fifteen; York, 
four; and, when at the third trial it became a question 
simply of Leeds v. Doncaster, ‘‘ the capital of the West Riding” bad 
it allits own way. From the determination they have shown to win, 
it is pretty certain that the Leeds people will not give the society 
such a half-hearted reception as they had at Warwick; but the 
sooner they pass a reform bill for their inns the better. Their 
deputation, by-the-by, was capitally got up; and their Mayor 
formed a defensive alliance against Hull and Doncaster for tho day, 
with the Mayors of Bradford, Halifax, and Ripon. 

Mr. Godfrey Wentworth’s sale was not a very good one. Tho 
Woolley farm land is hardly strong enouh for shorthorns ; and the 
absence of spring grass, which is still sadly retarded by frosty nights 
and cold dry winds by day, tended to depress buyers. One cow, 
Kate Coventry, fetched 40gs. Mr. Walsb, of Trough House, 
Limerick, sold off his shorthorns last week; and his cow Sweet- 
heart (who was second to losette at the last Dublin show) fetched 
203 gs. She was bred by Mr. Grandy, and, after being third 
to Diadem and Queen of the Isles in tho celebrated yearling 
heifer class at the Chester Royal was sold in the yard that day for, we 
believe, 17(gs., to Mr. Douglas of Athelstaneford, and went from his 
bands to Ireland. Mr. Barnes has declined the Railway Cup which 
he won at Dublin last month with his bull Dr. M‘Hale, as the con- 
ditions were too stringent, and more suited to the days when there 
were scarcely two good shorthorn bulls in Ireland, and it was necos- 
sary, by hook or by crook, to retain them in the country. Ilow they 
have been keeping their cattle alive in many parts of Iroland is a 
mystery, as hay is at £12 a ton, and often not to be got for love or 
money. Last Saturday, however, a change took place, and two days 
of consecutive rain ‘‘ made the country look £3 per acre better.” 
Decimation is a very mild term to apply to the cattle deaths; and 
it is also said that in the northern parts of Northumberland Mr. 
Cookson’s hounds gave up bunting sooner on account of the number 
of dead sheep lying! about the fields. The extra straw of England, 
mixed with ojlcake,: bas stood it in good stead at this pinch, We 
hear that 180 gs. was refused by Captain Spencer at Dublin for bis 
yearling heifer Bloom, which he purchased as a calf for 119 gs. at 
Mr. Wetherell’s sale; and it is worth recording that at the last 
Lincoln fair, 160 hoggets belonging to Mr. Williaim Greetham, jun, 
with a dash of Aylesby blood on Lincolnshire, made £4 5s. a piece.

3iRTHS AND Deatns.—Last week the births of 914 boys and 
885 girle—in all 1799 children—were registered in London. In the ten cor- 
reeponding weeks of the years 1850-59 the average number was 1650.—~ 
Tho deaths in London last week were 1268, showing a slight decrease on 
thore of the previous week, and a considerable decrease on those registered 
in the earlier half uf April. Still, the deaths were more numerous by 85 
than they would have been if the average rate of mortality had prevailed. 
Of six nonagenarians who died in the weck one was a man aged 91 years; 
the rest were widows, aged respectively 90, 04, 95, 97, and 93 years. 

A Sate or Rare Booxs took place during last week at 
Haarlem. Among them was a copy of “‘ Les Chroniques de Monstrelet,” 
8 vols. folio, printed (circa 1500) by Verard, on vellum, with upwards of one 
bundred and fifty illuminations in gold and colours. This copy is said once 
to have been sold for 34 florins, but now at 6150 florins it was secured by 
Mr. Toovey. The only other copy of the three volumes that is known te 
exist is that in the Imperial Library, Paris. The British Museum posessea 
only vols. 1 and 3: these formerly belonged to —! VII. The finest copics 
known of the emblems by Withers, as also those by Cats, with his other 
works, were in the collection. 

Tue Gun-soats at Hastar.—The Times’ Portamouth cosres- 
pondent writes to reiterate his statements with reference to the gun-boats 
at Haslar. He did not refer, he says, to the vessels built by those firms 
which have addreseed letters to the Times. ‘‘The four boats on the con- 
dition of which I framed my, report I will call by numbers—1, 2, 3, and 4. 
The repairs to No. 1 are for the present suspended, a special report having 
been made of her condition. This is the boat whence were extracted the 
short copper bolts. No. 2, like No. 1, has her repairs suspended for the 

resent, and is also, in a similar manner to No 1, stripped of her Pe. 

No. 3 is partly repaired; but her defects have been little short of those of 
Nos. land 2. Not only, as [ have before stated, are the majority of the 
timbers of Nos. 1, 2, and 8 liberally marked with ‘ P but in several 
instances they have been barely squared, and plainly show the growth of 
the wood. P’ank with the ‘sap’ on it has not only been used freely, but 
the faulty side of it has heen bolted next to the vessel’s framing, and com- 
municated its rot to the timber of the vessel itself. The planking on the 
outside thus presenting a hard, firm appearance, has been found one of the 
most difficult pointsto deal with ; and I am assured on competent authority 
that this great evil in the construction of the vessels has proved to be the 
‘rule,’ and not the ‘exception.’ ” 

Tur Bankruptcy Bitt.—It is understood that the Attorney- 
General will modify his new Bankruptcy Bill to meet the main suggestions 
of the commercial body, expressed through the Mercantile Law Amendment 
Society. In its original form the bill provided that a sale under execution 
should have the effect of an act of bankruptcy, and the sher!ff, consequently, 
would have been deterred from paying the proceeds to the judgment 
creditor. That functionary, however, is now to be at liberty to do 80 at the 
end cf seven days after sale, unless he has notice of petition for 
adjudication; and subsequently, unless a petition for adjudication be 
presented within sixty days after the sale, the execursion creditor is not 
to be liable to refund the amount to the assignees—the Act of Bankruptcy, 
in fact, not dating till that period. Another amendment gives power te 
the majority of creditors to remove the proceedings to the County Court, 
whatever may be the extent of the estate, the original proposal havin 
been that this facility should only exist in cases where the assets woul 
not exceed £1000. At the same time a reduction is to be made in the stamp 
upon petition for adjudication The intended charge was £10, with a pro- 
viso that £5 should be returned should the assets prove below £300, The 
amount is now to be £3, subject to an increase for estates over £1009

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MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK. 


(From our City Correspondent.) 

Notwirnstaspive that only a moderate amount of business has been 
tramracted in Home Securities during the present week, both for Money 
and Time, prices have steadily advanced, and the market his assumed a 
more favourable appearance. The improved fecling in it is easily accounted 
for. In the first place, we have had a steady influx of bullion, over 

£300,000; in the second, a large portion of the gold at hand has been sold 
to the Bank of Englaad ; and, “in the third, money for commercial purposes, 
though in fair demand, has become easier in price. 

In Lombard-street the supply of surplus capital has increasei to some 
extent, and the best bills are now taken freely, at the annexed rates :— 
Short, 4} to 44; three months’, 4§ to 44; four months’, 4} to 4}; and six 
montbs’, 4} to 6 per cent The payment of the balance of the Victoria 
loan of £2,650, 000, and £234,000 on the South-Western Stock, has produced 
rather more demand for money in the Stock Exchange; but there has been 
no anxiety shown ia reference to payments falling due on the 4th. 

The amount in specie taken out by the present steamer for India is 
£219,679, wholly on merchants’ account. The West India packet carries 
out £8000 in silver. 

The silver market is very flat, ata further decline of 1s. 8d. por ounce. 
Mexican dollars having sold at 62d. per ounce. 

We learn that the Bank of Tennessee, with a capital of £740,000, has 
stopped payment. This event bas produced much surprise here. 

Nearly the whole of the foreign exchanges are favourable to this country ; 
however, future exports of bullion are likely to be on a very moderate sc ile. 
The stock in the Bank of England is likely to increase during the next three 
or four weeks. At present it is about £15,000,000. 

On the Continent money is still low in price. At Brussels it has been 
reduced to 3} per cent.

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LIMERICK NEW ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL. 
Tue new Cathedral in Limerick 
dedicated to St. John the Baptist, 
of which we present this week to 
our readers a north-west View, is 
a noble instance of the pious zeal 
and generosity of the people of the 
diocese of Limerick, who have 
raised, by the united contributions 
of all classes, at the call of their 
venerated Bishop, the Right Rev. 
Dr. Ryan, one of the grandest 
ecclesiastical buildings ever erected 
in Ireland. The church is cruci- 
form in plan—having a nave, 
chancel, transept, and aisles; the 
aisles being double to the chancel 
terminating in chapels. The total 
internal width across the west end 
is 74 ft. ; and across the east end, 
including the i gs 118 ft. ; the 
total length inside being 168 ft. ; 
the height from floor to wall plate 
is 48 ft. ; and the height to apex of 
roof, 79 ft. The two sacristies are 
laced behind the chapels, each 
oo 41 ft. by 13ft. Gin. ; and 
the tower is placed at the junction 
of the transept and nave. The 
architectural details are simple in 
character, suitable to the hard 
mountain limestone of the country 
—the material employed for all the 
external work, with the exception 
of the group of sculpture on the 
west front, representing the ‘‘ Cru- 
cifixion,” and the tympanum over 
the tower doorway, in which will 
be represented the Blessed Virgin 
in the attitude which has been 
adopted to symbolise the ‘‘ Imma- 
culate Conception,” surrounded by 
angels and by a group of such of 
the canonised doctors of the Church 
as have written on the dogma. 
These groups will be executed in 
Portland stone. The tower itself 
is to be erected as a monument to 
commemorate the dogmatic defini- 
tion of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion ; and portraits of his present 
Holiness the Pope ; of some of the 
Irish bishops who were present at 
the definition; and of Bishop 
Ryan, the founder of the church, 
will be introduced in the sculp- 
ture. The tower is 37{ft. Gin. 
square at base, and 191 ft. 6in. 
high to the top of the metal finials 

of the four pinnacles. 

The great feature of the interior 
will, of course, be the high altar, 
which is of the ancient form, 
crowned by a ciborium or canopy 
of stone, supported on columns of 
Irish red marble. In the centre, 
under the canopy, is placed the 
throne for exposition, approached 
by a permanent flight of ste; 
behind the altar; and on each side 
are carved statues of St. John the 
Baptist, St. Patrick, St. Munchin, 
first Bishop of Limerick ; and of St. 
Bridget, in attitudes of devotion. 
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The table itself is of Limerick 
marble, the substructure being of 
alabaster and coloured marble, 
adorned in the centre bya group, 
carved in pure white alabaster, 
of the sacrifice of Abraham. 
[he canopy is richly vaulted and 
carved, so that this altar will 
form, perhaps, the noblest in the 
kingdom. It will be surrounded 
on three sides by metal screen, 
and curtains, but is so placed that 
the functions performed at it will 
be visible from all parts of the 
church. The stonework of the 
altar has been executed by Mr.

SOCIETY OF PAINTERS 
IN WATER COLOURS. 

Givine their ‘‘New” Brethren, 
as usual, a week’s start, the Society 
(Old) of Painters in Water Colours 
opened their annual exhibition to 
private view on Saturday last, 
and to the public on Monday. 
Before eevee of the contents of 
this exhibition we cannot help 
giving vent to a few expressions 
of regret upon the miserable de- 
ficiency of show room in the 
metropolis, which the history and 
condition of these two societies, 
and the art to which they are 
devoted, display. Excluded from 
the walls of, the Royal Academy 
by the rules of that establishmen: 
the Water-Colourists of Englan 
fifty-six years ago took ar apart- 
ment, approached by a long and 
steep flight of stairs, in Pall-mall 
East, for the exhibition of their 
works, and were speedily acknow-

regret that it does not come up to its predecessor in the exciting 
interest of the story. As it is, you may look for half an hour at 
this picture and discover new matter for admiration in the compo- 
sition and materials—the bold abruptness of the shelving rock - the 
wild fury of the foaming sea—the forlorn position of the few 
shattered remnants of the wreck, from which ‘‘the last man” is 
being landed by means of rope tackle—the murky sky in the offing, 
in which another vessel is seen labouring hopelessly to avoid im- 
pending catastrophe—the excited motion amongst the little group 
on shore,—al) constitute a picture of unusual and stirring interest. 
Mr. Dunean’s skill in the representation of water, and his fine 
judgment in the introduction of small gleams of light and colour 
against dark and neutral tints are illustrated with peculiar effect in 
the present production. ‘‘Supplying Stores to the Island Light- 
house” (55), and ‘‘ The Ineheape Belt” (178), by the same artist, are 


less pretending works, but of equally unmistakable merit. 

We next pay our respects to another great master in the economy 
of colour, but who works in a different line of subject—John 
Gi bert. In his dashing equestrian group, “The King’s Trumpets 


and Kettledrnms” (21), we see how much may be accomplished 
with a few slight patches of red and gold judiciously opposed to 
masses of greys and neutral tints.

But of still 
greater interest, more surprising still by their perfect penciling and 
fine sobriety of tone, are two little gems, painted by command of 
her Majesty, ‘‘The Cave beneath the Holy Rock, Mosque of Omar, 
Jerusalem ” (221), and “The Jews Waiting at the Temple Wall” 
(232). It is impossible to admire too much the masterly groupings 
and the deep, impressive expression of the various figures in these 
two works—the latter especially—which are worthy to rank with 
the highest efforts of historical art. 


“SLEIGHING FERNS.” BY H. MOORE. 


It is not often that we meet with a more truly honest bit of land- 
scape painting than in Mr. H. Moore's “Sleighing Ferns,’ now 
exhibiting at the Portland Gallery. The scene is a broken woodland 
in a hilly district, the foreground covered with fern, which is 
boing cleared. The handling of the foliage is very truthful and 
feeling, both as regards structure and colour, the richer greens being 
judiciously tempered with warmer tints. The sky, which is some- 
what hard and cold in character—as is not unfrequently seen even in 
summer in this fickle climate-is vigorously and solidly painted. 
Great skill is shown in graduating the points of the receding land- 
scape, seen under ever-varying conditions of light and shade. The 
group of labourers with horses in the foreground is introduced with 
eminent succe.s, and tends materially to heighten the interest of the 
picture. The horses must be commended for the admirable regard 
to form and colour, the perfect modelling, and surface treatment 
displayed in them. 











SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Ortcrn or Species.—In the new numbers of the North American 
Review and American Journal of Science we have the opinions of two American 
savans on this question. In the former, Mr. Darwin's theory is examined 
in a very thoughtful manner. Its excellence as a work of imagination is 
admitted, but its truth denied. In the latter journal the eminent naturalist 
Dr Asa Gray speaks much more favourably of the work. He says “itisa 
scientific one, rigidly restricted to its object, and by its ecience it must stand 
or fall.” He reserves his judgment as to the theory. 


Royat Institct1ion.—On Tuesday last the annual meeting took 
lace. The Visitors’ report testified to the unprecedented prosperity of the 
nstitution, The following eminent persons were elected as the council for 
1860-61 :—The Duke of Northumberland, president; Wm. Pole, F.R.8., 
treasurer; Rev. J. Barlow, F. RS, secre ; managers—The Duke of 
Wellington, Lord Ashburton, Sir R. I. Murchison, Sir C. Fellows, Sir C. 
Hamilton, Professor Wheatstone; Colonels G. Everest and P. J. Yorke; 
Drs. Bence Jones, J. Bigsby, and L. Powell; Messrs. W. R. Grove, QC., 
F. Pollock, J. H. Gladstone, and G. Dodd. Professor Farapay made some 
remarks and interesting experiments on Relegation (i.e. the freezing to- 
ene of pieces of ice when brought in contact, and alsoshown in the snow- 
yall); and gave his opinion that the viscous theory of Professor Forbes, and 
the pressure theory of Professor Thomson do not satisfactorily account for 
the p,enomena. 

Curistian GotrrieD Earenserc, the eminent Prussian 
naturalist, was elected on the 23rd ult. a foreign Associate of the French 
Academy of Sciences, in the room of his distinguished countryman, 
Alexander de Humboldt. The number of votes were—for Ehrenberg, 30; 
for Liebig, 21; for Wéhler, 1. The new academician was born in 1795, and 
educated at Leipsic. Since 1815 he has devoted himself, by the aid of the 
microscope, tu those physiological researches which have placed him in the 
first rank of naturalists. In 1820 he commenced a scientific tour through 
Egypt and Abyssinia, and afterwards, in company with Humboldt, he 
explored Central Asia. His name will be perpetually associated with the 
microscopic animals termed infusoria—that world of “‘ the infinitely little,” 
which, according to his researches, has formed entire chains of mountains, 
and has played a very important part in the formation of the solid crust of 
our globe. His great work on the infusoria was published in 1838, 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Prorrssor ANsTED, on Thursday week, delivered his second lecture 

**On the Atlantic Ocean.” Little was known of its deep waters until the 

preparations for laying the telegraphic wire occasioned the surveys in 

i857 of Lieutenant Berryman, of U.S. ship Arctic; and of Lieutenant Day- 

man, of H.M. ship Cyclops. The old deep-sea sounding apparatus descend- 

ing only about 4000 feet, a new apparatus was invented by Lieutenant 

Brooks, U.S., and modified in this country by Mr. Massey. By the latter 

Lieutenant Dayman was enabled to map out the bed of the Atlantic from 

Valencia, in Ireland, to Newfoundland, and to bring up specimens of its 

chalky bottom. The lowest depth marked by Lieutenant Daymanis 2400 

fathoms (14,400 fect). It is now proved that the temperature of the water 

falls in proportion to the depth ; sometimes from 98° on the surface te 38° 

at low depths. Specimens of the chalky mud bottom (sent by Professor 

Huxley) were exhibited under a microscope, showing the remains of 

rhizopods, and other organisms of the very lowest formsof animal life. Mr. 

Massey's | sea sounding apparatus (kindly lent for the occasion) was 

exhibited and explained after the lecture. The subjects of the next lecture 

of this course, are Central Africa and Australia. 

Mr. F. Avet (the chief of the Chemical Department at Woolwich) gave 

the Friday evening discourse, every sentence of which conveyed valuable 

information in relation to his subject—‘‘The Recent Applications of Science 

to the Efficiency and Welfare of Military Forces,” to which the attention of 
the nation and the Government has been so anxiously directed since the 
Crimean War. Colonel P. J. Yorke was inthe chair. We can only enume- 
rate some of the improvements described by Mr. Abel. In the twelfth 
century guns were made of wrought-iron staves and hoops welded together. 

To guns of this kind we have once more returned, although at the end of 
the fifteenth century they had been superseded by bronze ;—and even heavy 
ins and mortars of cast-iron are passing away. Owing to the uncertain 
durability of that material, engineers have made many vain attempts to 
forge large cannon of malleable iron. Messrs. Horsfall, of Liverpool, alone 
have been successful, they having presented the nation with a wrought-iron 
gun of 13-inches calibre; but Captain Blakely, Mr. Mallet, and others 
have been far more successful in constructing guns by shrinking 
accurately-made rings upon each other or upon a cylinder of cast or 
wrought-iron, which have stood severe trials. On this principle is built 
up the Armstrong gun, now the field-gun of the service, the construc- 
tion of which was deecribed and illustrated by models and diagrams. 
M. Krupp, of Essen, was the first to cast masses of steel large enough for 
the production of cannon in one piece, the extraordinory durability of 
which has led to their adoption in Prussia. Mr. Whitworth has recently 
applied with equal success a cast material of similar character, termed 
homogeneous iron, to the manufacture both of rifle-barrels and his new 
breech-loading cannon. The smaller guns were c in one mass; the 
heavy guns consist of a tube of homogeneous iron, upon which wrought- 
iron rings were forced by bydraulic pressure. Tallow as a lubricating 
material, especially for small arms, having by becoming acid injured them 
through oxydation, beeswax has been substituted with good effect. After 
careful experiment, Professor Wheatstone and Mr. Abel have succeeded in 
the employment of the magneto-electric machine in the place of the voltaic

AMENT. 

In the golden days of H. B. (the present generation may require to 
be told that these initials, being interpretei, mean the designation of 
the last and the best of political caricaturists), there was a famous 
sketch of a Whig ChanceNor of the Exchequer sitting in a desolate 
attitude onthe Treasury bench, and it was entitled “‘A good man 
struggling with difficulties.” Even such asketch might be now made 
of Lord John Russell on the nights when his Reform Bill is being made 
a shuttlecock of from one side of the House to the other. There he sits 
with his arms folded and his hat drawn over his eyes, alone in more 
senses than one, for the underlings of the Government do not think 
it necessary to show their allegiance to him. or their adhesion to his 
measure, by putting in ’appearances. To be sure, by his side sit® 
Lord Palmerston; but hour after hour passes and no word is 
exchanged between them, for the Premier is assiduous in cultivating 
that deep repose which long habit enables him to snatch with singular 
facility on the accustomed cusbions of the House of Commons. Indeed» 
that faculty was exhibited in an especial degree on an occasion when he 
might have been supposed to have been likely to be wide awake. 
During a long and ingenious vindication by Mr. Denman of the 
claim of Tiverton to the undisturbed possession of the political 
rights which it has hitherto enjoyed, his noble colleague was 
locked faster than ever in that oblivion which he seems to 
be able to reconcile with the necessary vigilance of the leader 
of the House and the head of the Government. Lord North, 
when First Minister, has been known to sleep in the gallery nearly 
through a debate, and towards its close come down to his place, 
obtain a rapid résumé from his Secretary to the Treasury of the 
salient points of the discussion, and then make most telling and 
strikiog speeches in reply to every body. This is a precedent for a 
somnolent Premier, and no man is better able to do the same thing 
than the present possessor of the chief office under the Crown. 
Nevertheless, he must have been roused the other night when 
Mr. Black delivered a remarkable address against the main 
feature of the bill, which set gentlemen opposite dancing in their 
seats, and caused Lord Jobn’s crouching attitude to assume a more 
painful intensity. On that same evening there was a gathering on 
the Conservative benches which was explained when Sir Bulwer 
Lytton rose. The collapse of the debate since that time has been so 
complete that one’s memory of that speech has grown faint, but it is 
unquestionable that it was a magnificent oration. Every sentence was a 
picture, and, as a piece of oratorical composition and construction, it 
was as nearly perfect as possible, while the impression which it pro- 
duced was, for the time, immense. Nevertheless, taken critically, it 
may be likened to champagne—sparkling, foaming, creaming, rich in 
flavour, and stimulating for the moment, but wanting in y and 
evanescent in reference to effect. The draught, delicious as it was, 
was rather too large. In plain English, the speech was just half an 
hourtoolong. It would have been better if the classical episode had been 
omitted. Whenagentleman begins to talk to the House of Commons 
about Athens every one but the members for the Universities, who 
feel called on by the requirements of their position to look as appre- 
ciative as they can, gets fidgety, and the appearance of listeners 
becomes protesting. Latin quotations are just endured ; but when a 
speaker goes as far back as Greece for his illustrations, there is a man- 
ner about the House which indicates the existence of an idea that 
any such allusions ought to have been put into schedule A of the first 
Reform Bill. Sir Lytton, too, made a mistake when] he kept harping 
on the enormities of Mr. Bright. So ludicroushas become the constant 
repetition of references to the hon member for Birmingham that it 
is time that a standing order should be passed limiting the number 
of times in which his name should be introduced into speeches. 
Nevertheless, something of this everlasting onslaught is owing to 
the remarkable sensitiveness which Mr. Bright displays at attacks 
made upon him. Why, even when such a curds-and-whey politician 
and orator as Mr, saillte Cochrane endeavoured to add his contribu- 
tion to the pile of stones which are being constantly thrown at the 
member for Birmingham, he was weak enough to give to such an 
assailant the advantage to be derived from his getting angry, and 
at last to cap the triumph of his puny antagonist by rising and 
loaving the House, 

Many signs indicate that the Opposition believes itself capable of 

carrying out a policy of obstruction; but it was hardly to be 
supposed that resort would be had to such physical means of 
stopping the progress of the Reform Bill as blocking up the dcor of 
the House in order to prevent members entering to save the ridicule 
of a “count out.” Even such a step was taken, however, and a 
compact body of robust Conservatives filled up every avenue into the 
body of the House, when an attempt was made to make the 
debate on the bill for the amendment of the representation of the 
people a lapsed order. Through this phalanx, with difficulty, broke 
a forty-first member, we verily believe the individual being Lord 
John Russell himself, who, scared and agitated, came in person to 
the rescue. It was this circumstance which probably induced the 
noble Lord to rise and deliver his speech in the debate at a moment 
when no such climax had been reached as demanded the intervention 
of a Cabinet Minister of the first rank, for he perhaps felt that 
things were taking such a course that the discussion might come to 
an untimely end without his contribution. In truth, though earnest 
and assured enough in manner, there was visible effort in Lord 
John’s speech, and he seemed as if he was only conscientiously dis- 
charging a duty, which was akin to delivery from a burden. 
Whispers were about early one evening that Mr. Gladstone was to 
make a satrificial appearance in favour of the Reform Bill, but an 
opportune east wind intervened, and bronchital influences prevailed 
over the sympathy of a colleague. Well, Chatham found gout not 
so inconvenient from a public-life point of view. It is really hard 
that one cannot recur to one’s memory of a speech without the ever- 
lasting intervention of the argumentum ad hominem directed against 
Mr. Bright. Here we have Mr. Walter speaking sentences which 
seom word for word reproductions from leaders in the Times, and 
he, too, bitterly, very bitterly— with a bitterness that appeared 
almost personal—anathematises the member for Birmingham for, of 
all things in the world, questioning the motives of the gentlemen who 
compose the Conservative party! Mr. Walter sits always in close vici- 
nage to Mr. Bright; he is almost always in the same lobby with him 
on divisions. Why so much virtuous indignation against him? Mr. 
Walter declared that heis somarked a specimen of that, tous, mythical 
individual, an independentgmember, that his political existence 
depends on himself alone. oes he in this respect ignore Printing 
House-square, and does he believe solely in his squirearchcial qualifi- 
cations in Berkshire. If so, why talk, as we have said, Times leaders, 
and take his illustrations from the machinery of the leading journal. 
All we can say is that, looking at this gentleman’s speech as a whole, 
we can fancy how tempting it must have been to one of his own 
— staff. What a slashing article might have been founded 
upon it, 
One very ——— occurrence of the past week claims our atten- 
sion. There en been a gathering together, in doors and 
out, of the opponents of the abolition of church rates. That bill has 
been fought with great pertinacity this year in Parliament; and on 
the third reading, which was carried by so narrow a majority, the 
demonstration was one of the most prononcé that perhaps has been 
witnessed for years in the House. e agitation and excitement on 
the Opposition side was immense.

PRINCE CONSTANTINE CZARTORYSEI. 


Tue venerable Prince Constantine Adam Alexander 


Czartoryski, whose 
Zukow and senior branch of the family, Prinze Adam Czartoryski, Duke of 
Klewan, now living in Paris. Prince Constantine Adam Alexander Czar- 
toryski was born 
September, 1808, Angelica, daughter of Michael, late Prince of Radzevill ; and 
secondly, the 20th of March 1810, Maria, Countess Dzierzonowska, who is de- 
ceased, and had oneson by his first wife, and three sons by his second wife. 
Prince Constantine Czartoryski lived at Vienna, in strict and dignified re- 
tirement, not at all engaging himself in politics, but taking great interest 
in, and patronising all that related to, art. Two of his sons are the editors 
of a monthly publication, which is devoted to the formation and encourage- 
ment of artistic taste. Prince Constantine had a box at the Burg Theatre, 
near that of the Emperor, and until the last few weeks was a constant 
attendant at the performances. His style at home was that of a grand 
Seigneur. He was much loved and respected, and to him his countrymen 
had ready recourse when in difficulty or distress. Ile was, in fact, a true 
and worthy scion of the once regal, and, in every sense, always princely, 
house of Czartoryski. 


THE DOWAGER COUNTESS OF MANSFIELD. 

Tue Right Hon. Frederica, Dowager Countess of Mansfield, was the daughtet 
of the Most Rev. Dr. William Markham, Archbishop of York, and wa 
married on the 16th of September, 1797, to William, third Earl of Mansfield, 
the grand nephew of the first Earl of Mansfield, the eminent William 
Murray, Lord Uhief Justice of England. By this marriage (her husband 
the Earl died on the 18th of February, 1840) her Ladyship had issue three 
sons and six daughters, of whom two sons and four daughters survive her. 
Her eldest daughter, Lady Frederica Louisa, wife of the late Colonel the 
Hon. James Hamilton Stanhope, diel in 1823. The Countess’s youngest 
daughter, Lady Emily, is the wife of Colonel Hugh Francis George Seymour. 
The Countess’s eldest son, William David, ie the fourth and present Earl of 
Mansfield. Her Ladyship, who was much respected, died on the 29th ult., 
at her town residence, Langham House, Portland-place, in her eighty-sixth 
year. 


THE DOWAGER LADY LANGFORD. 

Tue Right Hon. Frances Rowley, Dowager Baroness Langford, who died on 
the 20th ult., at her town house, 47, Berkeley-square, in her cighty-sixth 
ear, was the only daughter of the Hon. Clotworthy Rowley, by his wife, 
Jlizabeth, daughter of William Crosbie, Esq., and was granddaughter 
and heiress of Elizabeth, in her own right Viscountess Langford, wife of 
the Right Hon. Hercules Langford Rowley. She was also first cousin to 
the great Duke of Wellington and to the Earl of Longford. Her Ladyship 
was married, in 1794, to her first cousin, the son of Thomas, first Earl of 
Bective, the Hon. Clotworthy Taylour, who assumed the name and arms of 
Rowley, and was created Baron Langford on the 30th of July, 1800, and 
died on the 13th of September, 1825. Their issue were two daughters, the 
Hon. Mrs. Ferguson, of Pitfour, and the Hon. Mdme. de Satgé, and two 
sons, of whom the younger is surviving —viz., Lieut.-Col. the Hon. Richard 
Thomas Rowley. ‘heir other and elder son was Iercules Langford, second 
Baron Langford, whose grandson is Hercules Eiwa:d, fourth and present 
Lord Langford, who is in his fourteenth year, and if at Eton. 


THE HON. CHARLES KENNEY. 

Tue Hon Charles Kenney, President of the Island of Monserrat, and 

formerly Captain in her Majesty’s 52nd Light 

Infantry, son of the late Charles Kenney, Esq., 

of St. Katrines, Liberton, and Castle-street, 

Edinburgh, died on the 16th of March last, in 

the Island of Nevis, West Indies, aged seventy.

He 

married Jessy, relict of the late Henry Harding, Esq , of Nevie, and direct 

descendant, on her maternal side, of the Rev. Edward Moore, Vicar of Over, 

in the county of Chester, who died in 1757, and descended from Chan- 

cellor Sir Thomas More, whose arms he bore. A century ago the Moores 

intermarried with the ancient family of Dawson, of Kingston, a member 

of which, Francis Dawson, was the well-known sportsman and comrade of 
George IV. when Prince of Wales 

The Kenneys—the paternal family of the Hon. Charles Kenney, just 

decease i—are sprung from an ancient Irish source. The Hon. Charles 

Kenney’s father, Charles Kenney, Esq., who settled in Scotland in the last 

century, was possessed of large estates in the West Indies. He married 

Judith Aletta Benners, of very ancient Dutch lineage, and related to many 

distinguished Dutch and Danish families. She, too, inherited West India 

property. 


LIEUT.-COLONEL CAMERON. 

Lizut.-CoLoneL Nathaniel Cameron, who died at St. Leonards-on-Sea on 
the 20th ult., aged seventy-three, was the second son of Licut.-General Sir 
Alan Cameron, K.C.B., who raised, equipped, and commanded that very 
distinguished Highland regiment known as her Majesty’s 79th Cameron 
Highlanders. Na‘ iel Cameron's brother, Philipps-Cameron, the eldest 
son of the late General, was killed in action at the head of his regiment at 
Fuentes d’Onore, in Portugal, leaving his brother Nathaniel, who com- 
manded the 2nd battalion, surviving. Nathaniel was present with his 
battalion at the siege of Copenhagen, and continued in the service until the 
peace of 1815, about which time he retired into private life. He was nephew 
to the Dowager Lady Lichfield and to the Baroness de Rutzen, and con 
sequently was first cousin to the present Lord Lichfield and to Lady Elcho. 
His first wife was Miss Cuny, an heiress of ancient family residing at 
Haverfordwest, in Pembrokeshire, daughter of the Rev. John Cuny, and 
granddaughter of Sir Richard Philipps, of Picton Castle, and niece of Joseph 
Pryce, Esq , of Courtof Came and Gellyhyr. The gallant Colonel subsequently 
settled near his wife's estates, adjoining Swansea, in the county of Glamorgan. 
On the goats of the Reform Bill in 1832 he was three times successively 
elected Mayor of Swansea, and was solicited to represent in Parliament that 
borough, but he declined. He married, secondly, rather late in life, Mies 
Shewell, of Lewes, in Sussex, sister of Colonel Shewell, so well known at 
Balaclava. He left no issue by his second marriage; but by his first mar- 
riage Colonel Cameron left two sons and eight daughters, one of whom 
intermarried with the eldest son of Mr. Bruce Pryce, near Cardiff, and 
another with Edward M. Elderton, Esq., of the Temple, London. 


RALPH PRICE, ESQ 

Ratru Price, Esq., who died at his residence at Sydenham, Kent, on the 
8rd ult., in the eighty-first year of his age, was the second surviving son of 
Sir Charles Price, the first Baronet, of Spring Grove, in the county of Surrey, 
for many years M.P. for the city of London. He was born on the 8th of 
February, 1780, and at an early age entered upon mercantile pursuits under 
the auspices of his father, who, being then much engaged with public 
duties, intrusted the chief conduct of his business to his son, who con- 
tinued to take an active t in mercantile affairs until his death. He was 
much respected and esteemed both in public and in private life. Mr. 
Price was for many years vice-president of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, and for upwards of thirteen years he filled the important office of 
treasurer of the Royal Hospitals of Bridewell and Bethlem, from which he 
retired in 1847. There are but few of the charities of London of which he 
was not a liberal supporter. Mr. Price married, the 3rd September, 1805, 
Charlotte Savery, second daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas Carterett 
Hardy, Colonel Commandant of the Royal York Fusiliers, and by her, who 
died the 1st April, 1850, he has left two sons and three daughters :—viz., 
Ralph Charles, who married, the Ist Oct., 1835, his cousin, Eliza Albinia, 
daughter of the late Sir Charles Price, Bart., and has a numerous family ; 
Francis Lysons, who married, 28th Dec., 1854, Louisa Georgina, second 
daughter of the late Charles Burlton, Esq., of her Majesty’s 41st Regiment, 
and has one daughter. The daughters whom Mr. Ralph Price has left are 
Charlotte Mary, who is unmarried ; Sarah Anne, the wife of Simon Adams 
Beck, Esq., of Cheam, Surrey ; and Laura Frances, the wife of Robert Still, 
Esq., of Lincoln’s inn, and of Sutton-hill, in the county of Surrey

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“ILL MAY DAY.” BY JOHN LEIGHTON. 


Mr. John Leighton has just completed a remarkable picture, ii! \.0- 
| trative of an incident in the domestic history of Evogland, which has 
given an ill name to the first day of ‘‘the merry mouth of May’ ; we 
may add that the subject is one which, we be has no’ before 
| been treated by the painter, and the work, therefore, has the com- 
bined recommendation of high intrinsic merit, striking historical 
interest, and complete novelty, The incident to which it relates is 
one which strongly marks the spirit of the times in the we | part of 
the sixteenth century, and has been so graphically described by Miss 
Strickland, in ber “ Lives of the Queens of England,” that we cannot 
do better than quote the passage : 

On the lst of May, 1517, the national jealousy of the Londoners 
regarding foreigners broke out into that formidable insurrection of the 
apprentices in London, which is called in ovr domestic histery 
“Ill May Day.” There is no evidence that the Queen unduly 
patronised foreigners, yet the popular fury was dirocted against her 
countrymen. Several Spanish merchants’ houses were sacke nd 
burnt, and the inhabitants were murdered. The Duke of Norfolk, 
who had been incensed by the recent murder of a pricet of his 
household by the citizens, was sent to quell the uproar; and then 
—— to dispense martial-law in the turbulent metropolis. ‘This 

e did with such vengeance that dozens of the unfortunate boys who 
had raised the riot were soon seen hanging over their master’s 
signposts. As several hundred apprentices were captives to the vengeful 
Duke, their mothers supposed all were to be immolated in the same 
manner. Calling together all their female relatives, they went to the 
palace, and, with streaming eyes, raised such a piteous wail for mercy 
that the Queen heard the cry of maternal agony in the retirement of her 
chamber. She summoned her sister Queens, Margaret of Scotland and 
Mary of France, toaid her. They ‘lew with dishevelled hair to the King, 
and, kneeling before him, begged for pity on the misguided boys. Kve 
one was struck with the benevolence of Queen Catherine, because t 
rioters had directed their fury against her nation. This incident is com- 
memorated to her honour in a ballad-poom of her times, which preserves 
many curious traits of that era. ‘It is most likely by Churchyard, who 
was the contemporary of Catherine, and an Aubitud of her Court.” 

In the treatment of his subject Mr. Leighton has managed to ive 
it a character bespeaking the period to which it refers. In the archi- 
tecture and furniture of the King’s Palace at Westminster, in the 
glimpse of the outer world seen on the left, and in the cloistered 
recess on the right, we clearly read the solid grandour of the T'udor 

eriod, The bluff King is represented of the very type which has 

ecome traditional of him ; and the wily Cardinal, in his robe of rich 
silk, is a perfect historical study. The Spanish loveliness of 
Catherine of Arragon contrasts we)l with the bionde beauty of the 
two sisters of the King, Margaret of Scotland, and Mary of !'rance, 
in which the artist adheres correctly to authorities. But all theso, 
though in themselves essential points, are of secondary considerstion 
when compared with the ingenious construction of the remainde: of 
the composition, and the powerful and appropriate action o! the 
figures which tell the story. The three Queens, on their 
knees in various attitudes of supplication, mingle their intreaties 
with the more distant wailings of wives, mothers, and sisters of the 
unfortunate apprentices, who are seen in the courtyard, with ropes 
round their necks, awaiting their doom. This last-named group, dis- 
covered through a partially-opened curtain, is a picture in itseli, and 
fully divides the interest with the more impassioned action in the 
foreground. 

Mr. Leighton has completed the historical character of his picture 
by surrounding it with an appropriate border of pauel work, iu which 
are carved or attached representations of the Royal arms, as we.! as 
those of the City and of the principal Londoa corapanies

but before specifying the description of the rifle with which the gold medal 
and her Majesty's £250 shall be competed for, the Association has deter- 
mined that a trial of different small arms shall take place, in order that the 
most effective weapon may be sclected. 


TRAINING-SHIPS.—Now that the state of our naval reserves has 
attracted considerable attention some account of the training ships, in 
which the naval volunteers are drilled, will not be without its interest. In 
the Times of Tuesday we find such an account :—‘‘ Bhose who go on board 
expecting to see the neat discipline and uniformity of dress which prevail 
on board a regular man-of-war will be disappointed. Gold lace and quarter- 
deck routine is wiecly kept as much in the background as possible Thus 
the men, being all merchant seamen, come in what dress y like, and as 
long as they go through their twenty-eight days’ drill in the course of the 
year—doing duty at whatever periods are most convenient to themse! ves— 
they earn their £10, and can go about their business till the twelvemonth 
has expired, when they take twenty eight days more in the same manner. 
Those on board the Brilliant, a 26-gun frigate, now lying in the West India 
Docks, are all in the West India trade, and, as a matter of course, prefer to 
take their twenty - days’ drill at once. Those in the coasting and home 
trades take four drills of seven days each, whenever they choose, in the in- 
tervals between their regular voyages. On board the Brillian/, as in all the 
other vessels, the men come on board at 9.30 in the morning, when 
they “are mustered and told off to their guns in time to commenco ut 
ten o'clock. From this till twelve they work at the guns, when the 
are allowed two hours for dinner, falling in again at two and dril 
ing till 4.30, when they are dismissed and go home, having, of course, the 
rest of the day to themselves. There hours are easy enough, yet, short as 
they are, from the men liking the exercise (especially the broad sword), 
they contrive to make astonishing proficiency when the time of their drill 
is taken into consideration. Yesterday on board the Brillian/, from the 
time the word was given to fall in till they had fired three rounds from each 
gun at 400, 600, and 800 yards’ elevation, was only four minutes—a most 
creditable result when it is recollected that some o the men had only been 
a week at quarters and none had fully completed their twenty-eight days.”

Then is the grand music of the horns and the hounds, the ex- 
hilarating cry of the huntseman, the oft-repeated peals of the 
slaughtering gun delightful to the ear of the tiller of the soil, who 
dreads not the havec and destruction of his standing crops, the 
reward of his expense and toil, by the too ardent sportsman. Were 
but this destructive eagerness for pleasure restrained within due 
bounds, and the land suffered to be cleared before the lovers of field 
sports commenced their career, no farmer would grumble; on the 
contrary, it is evident that he must be a gainer by them. 

The oats, beans, hay, straw, bran, pollard, &c., consumed or used 
by the horses and dogs, the number of extra servants kept by the 
landlords or proprietors of land, who must all be fed from the pro- 
duce of the farm, and the strangers who are constantly drawn 
from all parts to partake of those sports and expend their money, must 
be more than a sufficient remuneration for a few gaps in his hedges 
or a few trifling repairs to his fences. Were the sportsmen, there- 
fore, more considerate in this respect, and, more particularly, were 
the game laws less severe on the farmers, who support the game they 
dare not pursue, or, were gentlemen less strict in forcing their 
severity, and suffered the farmers to join in moderation in those ex- 
hilarating pursuits, we should hear no more grumbling at the destruc- 
tive ravages of hunters, and the partial and unjust rigour of the 
game laws. It would be easy, too, to prove, that if the farmers 
themselves were interested in the preservation of game, it would be 
in greater plenty, and poachers would be no more, as every farmer 
would bea gamekeeper. Such lenity, therefore, would ound to 
the interest of the sportsman, as well as to the satisfaction of the 
farmer, and its beneficial results would be soon ra. The brood 
of partridges would no longer be destroyed in the nests; the young 
leverets would not be killed ere their tender limbs gave them a 
chance of flight for their lives. ‘There would be no longer any night 
hunting, stalking, driving, nets, gins, wires, and other destructive 
schemes for killing game by coveys or dozens; but all would be fair 
sporting. The farmer would consider the season of rest from his 
agricultural labours as the period of enjoying the pleasures of the 
field, and he would be as anxious for a plentiful supply of game as 
any landed proprietor. We can speak from a s*mewhat long ex- 
perience that in those of the country where the owners 
showed a feeling of liberality towards their tenants, and alone 
enforced the rigour of the law against regular poachers and vaga- 
bonds, mercifully forgiving those who were unwillingly led into 
temptation, and who would be ruined by incarceration in —, 
there was always to be found the greatest plenty of game of every 


kind. “ Time circled on”—winter has given way to spring— 
and yet there is no diminution of out-door amusements ; 
for, although the hunter is summered in the stable, or 


turned out to grass—the kenneled greyhound no longer hears 
the three ‘‘soho'’s” before the timid hare is pvt from her lair, 
and the pointer, setter, and retriever are enjoying a few months’ 
repose r their labours in the field and forest, the sportsman 
has to prepare for a summer campaign against the finny tribe ; 
to handle his bat and show how scores were won; to prepare his bow 
and arrow ; to fit out his yacht; to watch the progress of the high- 
mettled racers at the Newmarket Spring and Epsom es to 
get his gun ready for a days p'geon-shooting at Hornsey Wood 
or other suburban localities; for angling, flyfishing, cricketing, 
archery, yachting, racing, and pigeon-shooting can be carried 
on perfection during the merry month of May, If 
the air is cold and raw, the wind high, and the water 
rough, or if much rain prevails, it is a perfect waste 
of time to attempt to angle in the Thames, and we should 
advise the follower of ‘old Izaak” to devote those hours to pre- 
paring his implements of destruction. The pliant rod ought to be 
carefully examined, the joints and rings locked to, the landing-net 
repaired, the luring fly formed, and the book replenished with the 
well barbed hook, fine, round, strong catgut, whipcord, scissors, 
lines, nippers, and wax. The fisherman will then be ready to avail 
himself of the first fine day, when a serene sky, a light air, and 
smooth water will give him every prospect of success. To those 
who are expert at flyfishing for trout we strongly recommend 
a visit to the numerous rivers and streams that run through- 
out the United Kingdom. With a mayfly, on a dark, breezy 
day, free from a cold, cutti wind, from six to twelve 
in the morning, and from three till dusk in the afternoon, the lover 
gentle crafte ” may calculate upon an excellent day’s sport. 
a variety in the size and colour of trout, as every 
stream and lake differs in the quality of this fish. In the clear, pure 
waters in rocky and mountainous countries trout grow very large, 
and sometimes weigh from eight and twenty to thirty pounds; large, 
rapid rivers contain them from ten to fifteen pounds weight, —_ 
the generality of them in our streams do not exceed five pounds. 
In fast-flo brooks, which, upon the fall of heavy showers, swell 
to a great height, but which in fair weather have but little stream, 
plenty of small ‘‘ swift trout” are to be found amidst the eddies, 
deop holies, and amongst the roots of trees. Tho first care of the 
fiyfisher ought to be to keep as much out of the sight of the fish as 
possible, throwing the line lightly on the water, so as not to make 
the slightest splash ; the fly should fall as light as thistledown would 
settle upon it; and the best device for deceiving the trout is to keep 
the point of the rod in a tremulous motion, thus giving apparent life 
to the glowing yet treacherous insect. In natura!-fly fishing it will 
only be necessary to select those which present themselves by the 
waterside in the greatest number

MR. RAREY IN THE EAST. 

AFTER a tour of observation among the Arabs, extending over more 
than three months, the king of je tamers has pores Se’ to our 
shores for his last ‘‘session.” Several very advantageous offers 
were made to him to lecture in the French provinces, but he had to 
decline them all, and after four exhibitions in Paris he pushed on to 
Rome and Naples, and so, by Sicily and Malta, to Alexandria, 
Beyond the Roman habit of not shoeing the hind feet of their horses, 
his note-book up to that point had received very few entries, but he 
found himself among more congenial scenes as he sailed up the Nile 
towards Cairo, in the second week of February. It was just the 
season for turning out the Arab horses to grass, and there they stood 
up to their knees in it (with an ever-shifting background of camels, 
donkeys, and buffaloes, on whose back three or four dusky urchins 
might be seen riding home at nightfall), mile after mile, in bay, 

chestnut, and flea-bitten grey platoons, about five yards apart, 

and tethered to stakes by one fore and both hind legs, so as just to 

command their allotted range of herbage. At Cairo his stay was 

very limited, although he received a pressing invitation from the 

Viceroy of Egypt to visit him at his country seat, higher up the 

river ; but to gaze on the high-caste “‘ children of the star” was his 

sole mission, and he had no time to linger. He accordingly went on 

at once with his party across the Great Desert to the shores of the 

Red Sea, and, taking leave of them there, merely stepped aside to sce 

the pyramids as he retraced his steps to Alexandria. 

Hence he sailed to a port near Jaffa, and reached Jerusalem, 
and it was on a picturesque, grassy knoll, hard by a grove of 
olives, that he gave the Pacha a specimen of his art. His Highness 
had ordered out for his inspection four of his best mares of the purest 
Nedgedee caste, and after he had ridden one, a grey (whose antics 
would have quite qualified her for a danseuse among the sawdust 
on ‘‘the Surrey side”), he took a brown horse from the hands of the 
attendant eunuch, and with the aid of the “ two little straps” made 
him follow him everywhere about the pasture. The grey mare, 
whose ragged hips and long neck did not improve her, was a little 
over fifteen hands, and so highly valued by her master that he had 
refused a thousand pounds for her. 

Then followed an excursion to the Dead Sea, which was somewhat 
spoilt by a party of Bedouins, who descended on the tent and cook- 
ing utensils, and showed their disgust at the absence of nobler 
plunder by making the cook stand and deliver his watch, and 
maltreating the solitary soldier for turning saucy in his remonstrance. 
Mr. Rarey and his party were some miles ahead at the time, but the 
former profited by the lesson, and left everything behind in 
Damascus, down to his very keys, when, merely accompanied by 
Major Frazer, of lion-hunting fame, and an interpreter, be spent 
several days in the desert in search of horse lore, riding up to each 
encampment he could descry, and trusting for food and a night’s 
lodging to the sheiks of the village. 

At Beyrout, on his return, he found the best Arab he had seen on 
his travels among a lot of twenty, which some Sardinian officers had 
got together on a roving commission from their king. Rhodes and 
Smyrna had little to show in this way; but at Constantinople there 
were several studs (including that of the renowned Omer Pacha), 
principally saddle-horses, and nowhere did Mr. Rarey find the horse 
better understood or more scientifically handled. The Arabs seemed 
to fall far short in the latter point of what he had anticipated. Their 
habit of sharing their tents with the foal from the very day it is 
dropped has given them a perfect mastery over generation after 
generation of horses as they arise; but their critic was strongly 
tempted to doubt whether they have thought out any system, or 
could grapple on any fixed principle witha horse that was new to them. 
He was more confirmed on this point by the utter helplessness and 
fright they exhibited when the little entire horse on which he made 
his last desert tour became uproarious one morning, and refused to 
let one of them put his bridle on. ‘‘The Prophet” was invoked in 
vain that time, and there was nothing for it but to send a messenger 
for Mr. Rarey to the tent of the sheik, and request him to leave his 
repast of brown bread and wild honey forthwith, and come and put 
matters to rights, a point of no great difficulty when the crowd of 
agitated turbans could be thrust back a space. He also thought 
their mode of putting shoes on very inartistic; but the shoes them- 
selves seemed to conform with more exactness to the structure of 
the feet. 

Both his views on this point and his general experiences of desert 
life will lend not a little novelty to the lectures which he purposes 
giving before he returns home to Ohio, next fall. We have had 
** original,” ‘‘ female,” ‘‘ Irish,” and ‘* Mexican” horse-tamers in the

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THE progress of large works within the metropolitan districts has 
been of late so rapid that many of them approach completion be- 
fore the public has been made aware of their commencement.

Now, when it is considered that this bridge is as 
substantial as any spanning the River Thames, and that it is founded 
as deep as, or deeper than, any of the metropolitan bridges—that its 
piers are of the most substantial masonry—that eac part of its 
massive iron arches are fitted together as accurately as the best-con- 
structed machine or steam-engine, and that its coffer.dams have had 
to be placed in a deep tide-way one cannot but feel surprised, largely 
mixed with admiration, that even a combination of engineering skill, 
assisted with the utmost energy of experienced contractors, should 
have been able to accomplish in so short a time a structure of this 
itude, which heretofore usually absorbed years of labour. 

The railway of which this bridge is so important a feature is one 
of the smallest in England, if we judge by length alone, but one of 
the most important if we take into account the multifarious objects 
it will accomplish, and the great -combinations it will effect. The 
North-Western, the Great Western, the Brighton, the South- 
Western, the new Dover lines, will all find a common centre for the 
debarcation of their passengers at the central terminus at Pimlico; 
and although the works are in design of the most substantial and 
comprehensive character, yet it is almost certain a few years will 
develop the necessity of even great additions being made for a traffic 
the most extensive which has ever been concentrated in one spot. 

The engineer to this great work is Mr. John Fowler, who is also 
the engineer to the Metropolitan Railway, the works of which we 
illustrated in a recent Number. 


Orpnance Scurvey.—The engineers intrusted with the prepara- 
tion of the Ordnance survey have sent in their annual report. The one-inch 
maps are mostly published; the six-inch maps are much less advanced. 
With_regard to the larger scale of twenty-five inches to a mile, there still 
remain three-fourths of England to be surveyed, a preference having been 
given to Ireland and Scotland; but it is strongly recommended that this 
great work be ——-> The cost of completing it would not exceed 
£1,450,000, and would probably be less. ‘‘ The Principal Lines of Levelling 
in England and in Scotland” will be published this year, and will close the
